Motor freight terminal before board 


Plans for a motor freight terminal de- 


velopment south of Hlntz Road will come 
before the Wheeling Village Board 
tonight, and may Include a minority re- 
port from a plan commission member 
who opposed the project. 


Ray Waymel voted against the project 


when it came before his commission, 
saying It was not In the best Interest of 
the village to build freight terminals ad- 
jacent to single-family homes. 


The proposed terminals are planned 


for the southern section of a 90-acrc tract 
south of Hlntz Road east of the Soo Line 
R.R. tracks. The easterly terminal would 
abut a group of single family homes In 
unincorporated Wheeling Township. 


When the project was first brought be- 


fore the plan commission, members said 
they felt noise and air pollution from the 
trucks would be bothersome to residents 
in the area. The commission, with the 
exception of Waymel, later dropped their 
objections, saying the village had the 
power to control such pollution if it be- 
came a problem. 


DEVELOPERS FROM the First Amer- 


lean Realty Co. agreed to change the lay- 
out of the project so that a road through 
the property could be extended to the 
south if nearby property is developed In 
the future. The road extension is ex- 
pected to alleviate traffic congestion on 
Hlntz Road caused by the trucking.

The park board last week approved the 


purchases, estimated at $2,848.32. 


Park Supt. Dave Phillips said depend- 


ing on the park district activities sched- 
uled at the high school, different groups 
will use the center at different times. 
For example, a men's exercise and 
sauna program is set for Monday nights. 
This means the center will be open for 
the men to use that evening. 


Completion 
But increase expected 
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Otis Associates, the developer of the 


129-acre Crossings development, said the 
first phase, consisting of 106 townhouses, 
should be ready for occupancy by the 
end of this month. 


The project, which has been designed 


to retain "a rustic, rural atmosphere" 
got underway last spring and will prob- 
ably be completed In 1978, according to 
James Otis, president of the Northbrook 
firm. 


Upon completion, the development, 


which will be built in eight phases, will 
consist of 748 units and will house 1,700 to 
1,800 persons. The project, which Is south 
of the intersection of Rte. S3 and Rte. 83 
will be made up of cluster-slngle-famlly, 
garden condominiums and apartments, 
in addition to the townhouses. 


The $30 million development will also 


have a 13.4-acre shopping center at the 
eastern end. 


Recreational facilities In the Crossings 


Include a private recreation center, a 
private bath and tennis club, a cultural 
arts center, several swimming pools, 


four lakes, walking and bicycling paths, 
and possibly a children's zoo. The larger 
lakes probably will be used for boating. 


THE DEVELOPER has preserved the 


barn and other structures from when it 
was a farm, in an attempt to keep the 
rural atmosphere. The buildings are 
being used for a sales center and will be 
converted to a cultural arts center upon 
completion of the project. 


The first phase of the Crossings con- 


sists of two and three bedroom units with 
garages. The units are expected to sell 
between $35,990 and $51,500. The prices 
could go up slightly because of increased 
costs. 


Otis said his company hopes to begin 


construction.of the second phase of the 
development by late this year or early 
next year. It will consist of 150 town- 
houses and 42 cluster-single-family 
homes, he said. 


Before the second phase begins, the 


plan must be given final approval by the 
plan commission and village board. The 
plan commission will review the second 
phase Wednesday evening.

At the beginning of last year, 8,232 stu-

iMixon asks Congress to get moving 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Nixon appealed Sunday for swift con- 
grcssional passage of his major legisla- 
tive proposals, calling for extra sessions 
If necessary "to complete the people's 
business before the year ends." 


Nixon presented his case In a taped 18 


minute nationwide radio broadcast pre- 
viewing a bulky second State of the 
Union address he will send to the Demo- 
cratic-controlled Congress today, urging 
action on so administration measures. 


His remarks appeared 
more con- 


dilatory than critical, In contrast to his 
statement at a news conference last 
Wednesday that Congress bad given a 
"very disappointing" performance since 
convening in January. 


Despite "real philosophical 
differ- 


ences," he said, "it is Important that we 
act, that we decide, that we get on with 
the business of government — that we 
not let whatever may be our dis- 
agreements over the means of achiev- 
ing ... bar us from the achievement." 


Running throughout his speech was the 


theme that Americans ought to prod Con- 
gress Into holding the line on federal 
spending to fight Inflation and to pass his 
major proposals In the areas of energy, 
chools and crime. He said be would sub- 
rait a new package of housing legislation 
h 10 days. 


fly Implication, the President again 


asked the nation to turn away from the 
Watergate scandal 


He also Insisted that Congress place no 


limits on presidential powers that "would 
jeopardize the capacity of the President, 
in this and in future administrations, to 
carry out his responsibilities to the 
American people." 


And he warned against any tampering 


with the defense budget of more than 179 
billion, terming national defense an area 
of "tranacendant Importance." 


"In recent years it has been fashion- 


able to suggest that whatever we want In 
the way of extra programs at home 
could be painlessly financed by just lop- 
ping IS or $20 billion out of the defense 
budget," Nixon said. 


"This approach is worse than foolhar- 


dy; It is suicidal." 


"The world's hope for peace depends 


on America's strength," he added. "It 
depends absolutely on our never falling 
into the position of being the second 
strongest nation In the world." 


Nixon taped the speech Saturday be- 


fore starting a weekend stay at his Camp 
David, Md., mountalntop retreat. 


In a continuing dialogue with congres- 


sional leaders, he arranged a breakfast 
meeting Monday with House Speaker 
Carl Albert, House Democratic Leader 
Thomas O'Neill of Massachusetts and 
House Republican Leader Gerald R. 
Ford of Michigan. 


"It is important, on all sides, that we 


approach this legislative session with a 
willingness to make those reasonable ad- 
justments that are necessary to reach a 
common objective," Nixon said. 


"We still' face the prospect of strong 


new inflationary pressures as a result of 
overspending by the federal govern- 
ment," he said. 


"Programs which the Congress either 


has already passed or is now considering 
would produce an additional deficit of $6 
billion, and, in addition, the Congress has 
not yet made nearly a billion and a half 
dollars of cuts that I have recommend- 
ed." 


"If these actions by the Congress 


stand, the result will be higher prices for 
every American family," he said. 


Nixon also: 
—Urged Congress to act promptly on 


his trade reform legislation, saving it 
would increase jobs for American work- 
ers, markets for U.S. products, in- 
vestment opportunities and lower prices 
for consumers. 


—Said there may be serious shortages 


of heating oil this winter and urged 
prompt action by Congress on seven 
energy proposals Including the Alaska 
pipeline, deregulation of natural gas 
prices, and creation of deep-water ports.

60,000 bad risks on student loans 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - An estimated 


60,000 college and trade school students 
have defaulted on $55.2 million In feder- 
ally guaranteed loans over the past five 
years and the government has recovered 
only $3.2 million, according to the U.S. 
Office of Education. 


Officials said they are expanding their 


regional collection units to meet the 
problem. But while the staff has grown 
from just three collectors for the entire 
country as recently as March, 1972, to 28 
collectors and examiners in 10 regional 
offices, the collection goal for this year is 


still a modest $5.5 million. 


"We are having trouble collecting on 


the Guaranteed Student Loan Program, 
and we are taking very vigorous steps to 
hopefully correct the situation," Peter 
Muirhead, deputy commissioner for high- 
er education, told UPI in an interview. 


Nader charges oil crisis was contrived 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Ralph Nader 


accused the oil Industry Sunday of delib- 
erately contriving a short term oil crisis 
to force construction of the Alaskan pipe- 
line. 


"There's no question that the oil in- 


dustry has been calculatlngly developing 
a short term energy crisis in order to get 
what it wants out of Washington," he 
said, and one of the items it wants "is 
the Alaskan pipeline." 


But in addition to the Alaskan pipeline, 


strongly opposed by environmentalists, 
Nader said the industry wants the right 
to develop offshore oil "on its own 
terms" and hopes to use the oil shortage 
"to drive out independent refineries and 
gasoline retailers which provide most of 
the price competition." 


Nader, who made the comments in a 


UPI interview, termed the shortage 
"clearly a political crisis." 


He summed up the situation this way: 
"The acid test of the oil industry's bad 


faith is the following: They knew that 
there was going to be an increase in de- 
mand for consumption of fuel as there is 
every year. Why didn't they ask the fed- 
eral government to lift the oil import 
quota, which was restricting the importa- 
tion of cheap foreign oil into the United 
States?" 


Nader said that If the restrictions were 


lifted, "there would not be a short term 
energy crisis. 


"There is an abundant short term sup- 


ply of oil around the world — Indeed, 
there Is some evidence that even in the 
southwest portion of the United States, 
the oil industry is not leveling with the 


...Libya agrees 


CAIRO (UPI) — American talk of an 


energy crisis is "Imperialist deception" 
possibly aimed at justifying future 
armed intervention to take over the 
sources of Arab oil, Libyan Premier 
Maj. Abdel Salam Jalloud said in an in- 
terview published here Sunday. 


"We hear that the United States is 


training special forces for combat in the 
Libyan desert," he was quoted as saying 
by Cairo's Rose El-Yussef news maga- 
zine. 


Nine days ago, the Libyan government

Since last November, about 75 per cent 


of all defaults paid by the government 
have involved vocational schools, said 
William M. Simmons, director of the di- 
vision of insured loans. 


Office of Education figures showed 


that the $55.2 million was actually repaid 
to lenders by the government during the 
five years on behalf of the 60,000 stu- 
dents. 


Collection agents are finding that some 


delinquent students have gone on welfare 
— especially on the West Coast — and 
others are either unable or unwilling to 
repay subsidized loans for their educa- 
tion. These defaults are filed as hopeful 
future collections. 


On the other hand, 2,831 students have 


declared bankruptcy since the federally 
insured student loan program began in 
1966, and the government has had to 
reimburse lenders $3.3. million in loans 
deemed uncollectible, the education of- 
fice said. Another $3.3 million was lost 
because of death and disability of bor- 
rowers. 


Some $6 billion In federal and state 


guaranteed loans have gone to 6.1 million 
students since the program began eight 
year years ago. In 1972, the government 
guaranteed about $708 million In loans, 
$260 million of it for vocational educa- 
tion. 


Students attending over 8,000 colleges, 


universities, schools of nursing, vocation- 
al and technical schools and foreign 
schools are eligible for the federally sub- 
sidized loans which they do not have to 
begin repaying until nine to 12 months 
after leaving school. Although repayment 
of principal and interest can extend for 
10 years, a default can be declared 120 
days after a monthly payment is due. 


PEKING (UPI) — President Georges 


Pompidou arrives in Peking tomorrow 
for talks with Chinese leaders and a 
week-long round of ceremonial dinners, 
side trips and a ballet In his honor. 


His visit to China will be the first by a 


French chief of state in history. 


Though Pompidou will talk with Pre- 


mier Chou En-lal and meet Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung, the visit will be mainly 
ceremonial 
, 


"There are no real problems between 


France and China," said one French dip- 
lomat. "This visit Is really just a tourist 
Jaunt." France was the first Western na- 
tion to establish full diplomatic relations 
with China in 1964 and the Chinese are 
expected to give Pompidou an ex- 
ceptionally warm reception when he ar- 


' rives. 


Pompidou, 62, will be lodged at the 


same state guest house amidst the splen- 
dor of Peking's Jade Abyss pool park 
where President Nixon stayed. 


Diplomatic observers expect Pompidou 


to spend most of his official time talking 
with Chou, China's nominal No. 2 man, 
and he will have his picture taken with 
Chairman Mao. 


The French sources said the Pom- 


pidou-Chou talks will center on the devel- 
oping detente between Europe and the 
Soviet bloc which the Chinese fear will 
lead to a reduction of troop levels in Eu- 
rope, in turn leaving Russia free to di- 
vert more troops to the Slno-Soviet bor- 
der where the Chinese claim 1 million 
Russian soldiers already are poised. 


Now Japanese try 
to find 'Nessie' 


LOCH NESS, Scotland (UPI) - A 


team of Japanese scientists arrived Sun- 
day to search for the Loch Ness monster 
and immediately triggered a controversy 
among local conservationists. 


The conservationists said they feared 


the Japanese would try to capture "Nes- 
sie" — a top tourist attraction for years 
— and remove It to Japan and warned 
they would land up In a Scottish jail if 
they tried. 


"According to an old law, it is forbid- 


den to remove live animals and fish from 
the Loch," one said. "We Intend to have 
It enforced if they try anything funny." 


Miss Paki Kato, the only woman 


among the 15 scientists, said the locals' 
fear was unfounded. 


"We don't want to km or damage the 


monster," she said. "We only want to get 
scientific proof the monster exists." 


To launch their three-month search, 


they brought in a mini-submarine, sonar 
equipment and underwater videotape 
machines which they claim Is almost 
certain to locate the monster. 


But, expedition leader Shinsaku Yosh- 


ida said, the team has no plans to cap- 
ture the monster. To the contrary, he 
said if they get too close, their first ac- 
tion will be to run. 


The expedition Is the latest in a long 


line of such search teams who have tried 
to produce scientific proof that Nessie 
does exist in the loch. Until now, all at- 
tempts have failed, although numerous 
individuals have claimed to have made 
sightings of the monster.

Otis Associates, the developer of the 


129-ocrc Crossings development, said the 
first phase, consisting of 106 townhouses, 
should be ready for occupancy by the 
end of this month. 


The project, which has been designed 


to retain "a rustic, rural atmosphere" 
got underway last spring and will prob- 
ably be completed In 1978, according to 
James Otis, president of the Northbrook 
firm. 


Upon completion, the development, 


which will be built in eight phases, will 
consist of 748 units and will house 1,700 to 
1,800 persons. The project, which b south 
of the Intersection of Rte. 53 and Rte. 83 
will be made up of cluster-slngle-famlly, 
garden condominiums and apartments, 
In addition to the townhouses. 


The $30 million development will also 


have a 13.4-acre shopping center at the 
eastern end. 


Recreational facilities In the Crossings 


include a private recreation center, a 
private bath and tennis club, a cultural 
•rts center, several swimming pools, 


four lakes, walking and bicycling paths, 
and possibly a children's zoo. The larger 
lakes probably will be used for boating. 


THE DEVELOPER has preserved the 


barn and other structures from when it 
was a farm, in an attempt to keep the 
rural atmosphere. The buildings are 
being used for a sales center and will be 
converted to a cultural arts center upon 
completion of the project. 


The first phase of the Crossings con- 


sists of two and three bedroom units with 
garages. The units are expected to sell 
between $35,990 and $51,500. The prices 
could go up slightly because of Increased 
costs. 


Otis said his company hopes to begin 


construction.of the second phase of the 
development by late this year or early 
next year. It will cousist of 150 town- 
houies and 42 cluster-single-family 
homes, he said. 


Before the second phase begins, the 


plan must be given final approval by the 
plan commission and village board. The 
plan commission will review the second 
phase Wednesday evening. 


School enrollment: not much change 


Tentative enrollment figures in School 


Dlst. 21 reveal that the number of chil- 
dren attending schools In the district this 
year is just about the same as last year. 


School Dlst. 21 serves Wheeling, Buf- 


falo Grove and portions of Arlington 
Heights and Mount Prospect. 


Supt. Kenneth Gill said Friday enroll- 


ment In the district has probably not 
changed significantly in the past two 
years because there has not been a large 
amount of home construction. He added, 
however, that school officials expect an 
enrollment Increase In the next few 
months as several developments, par- 
ticularly in Wheeling, are completed. 


A head count taken the first day of 


school, Sept. 4, showed 8,261 students had 
registered in Dlst. 21. The official enroll- 


ment will not be available until next 
week when all students should have re- 
turned from vacation. It has been esti- 
mated the number of registered students 
will have increased by about 200 by then. 


At the beginning of last year, 8,232 stu- 


dents were signed up to attend classes In 
Dist. 21. By June, the enrollment was up 
to 8,306. 


ACCORDING TO Gill, the enrollment 


this year was up by about 30 or 40 stu- 
dents at each of the district's three ju- 
nior high schools. It also Increased 
slightly at several elementary schools, 
he said. 


The schools with the most significant 


drops in enrollment were Frost (73), 
Hawthorne (25), Kilmer (59), Sandburg 
(46) and Twain (47). 


The enrollment also dropped somewhat 


at Rilcy and Longfellow Schools because 
students there were transferred to the 
district's new schools, Irving and Steven- 
son. 


So far, 963 children are registered to 


attend kindergarten this year hi Dist. 21. 
Parents may still register children for 
classes by going to the school in their 
area. A birth certificate and statement of 
health are required. 


In Dist. 96, which serves the Lake

'After-hours' meat sales at issue again 


The controversy surrounding the sale 


of meat In grocery stores after 8 p.m. 
and on Sundays has been renewed as ne- 
gotiators representing butchers and ma- 
jor grocery chains argue across the bar- 
gaining table. 


Officials from the Amalgamated Meat 


Cutters and Butcher Workmen of North 
America Local 540 and from the stores 
are closeted in an undisclosed suburban 
location to discuss a new contract. 


Lost year, two months of spirited nego- 


tiations sparked a debate between the 
public and the butchers over the union- 
opposed proposal that the butchers work 
longer hours or that at least the counters 
would be manned by union members who 
would sell fresh, red meat to shoppers. 


THE ItESULT was a one-year contract 


and the taking of a poll that showed tho 


solidarity among union members that 
clearly indicated they did not favor the 
longer hours Idea. 


By a vote of 3,210 to 865, a margin of 


almost four-to-one, butchers voiced their 
opposition and provided union officials 
the opportunity to criticize their critics. 


In short, they said shoppers were not 


being unnecessarily Inconvenienced and 
that they have 54 shopping hours each 
week to buy their meat. Anyway, they 
said, it was simply a handful of custom- 


ers who were affected. 


The union also criticized the news 


media as "rabble-rousers" who "agi- 
tated and distorted the facts" surround- 
ing the question. 


Now, shoppers can travel anywhere 


outside of Cook and most of Lake and 
DuPage Counties to buy their meat dur- 
ing these "off" hours. Grocery stores are 
not affected there because the unions are 
not affiliated with the Chicago-area 
•unions.

Nixon appealed Sunday for swift con- 
grosslonal passage of his major legisla- 
tive proposals, calling for extra sessions 
If necessary "to complete the people's 
business before the year ends." 


Nixon presented his case in a taped 18 


minute nationwide radio broadcast pre- 
viewing a bulky second State of the 
Union address he will send to the Demo- 
cratic-controlled Congress today, urging 
action on 50 administration measures. 


His remark! appeared more con- 


ciliatory than critical, in contrast to his 
statement at a news conference last 
Wednesday that Congress bad given a 
"very disappointing" performance since 
convening in January. 


Despite "real philosophical 
differ- 


ences." be said, "it is Important that we 
act, that we decide, that we get on with 
the business of government — that we 
not let whatever may be our dis- 
agreements over the means of achiev- 
ing ... bar us from the achievement." 


Running throughout his speech was the 


theme that Americans ought to prod Con- 
gress into holding the line on federal 
spending to fight Inflation and to pass his 
major proposals hi the areas of energy, 
chools and crime. He said be would sub- 
mit a new package of housing legislation 
1" 10 days. 


By Implication, the President again 


asked the nation to turn away from the 
Watergate scandal 


He also insisted that Congress place no 


limits on presidential powers that "would 
jeopardize the capacity of the President, 
In this and to future administrations, to 
carry out his responsibilities to the 
American people." 


And he warned against any tampering 


with the defense budget of more than 179 
billion, terming national defense an area 
of "transcendent Importance." 


"In recent years it has been fashion- 


able to suggest that whatever we want In 
the way of extra programs at home 
could be painlessly financed by just lop- 
ping $5 or $20 billion out of the defense 
budget," Nixon said. 


"This approach is worse than foolhar- 


dy; It Is suicidal." 


"The world's hope for peace depends 


on America's strength," he added. "It 
depends absolutely on our never falling 
Into the position of being the second 
strongest nation in the world." 


Nixon taped the speech Saturday be- 


fore starting a weekend stay at his Camp 
David, Md., mountaintop retreat. 


In a continuing dialogue with congres- 


sional leaders, he arranged a breakfast 
meeting Monday with House Speaker 
Carl Albert, House Democratic Leader 
Thomas O'Neill of Massachusetts and 
House Republican Leader Gerald R. 
Ford of Michigan. 


"It Is important, on all sides, that we 


approach this legislative session with a 
willingness to make those reasonable ad- 
justments that are necessary to reach a 
common objective," Nixon said. 


"We still face the prospect of strong 


new inflationary pressures as a result of 
overspending by the federal govern- 
ment," he said. 


"Programs which the Congress either 


has already passed or is now considering 
would produce an additional deficit of $6 
billion, and, in addition, the Congress has 
not yet made nearly a billion and a half 
dollars of cuts that I have recommend- 
ed." 


"If these actions by the Congress 


stand, the result will be higher prices for 
every American family," he said. 


Nixon also: 
—Urged Congress to act promptly on 


his trade reform legislation, saying it 
would increase jobs for American work- 
ers, markets for U.S. products, in- 
vestment opportunities and lower prices 
for consumers. 


—Said there may be serious shortages 


of heating oil this winter and urged 
prompt action by Congress on seven 
energy proposals Including the Alaska 
pipeline, deregulation of natural gas 
prices, and creation of deep-water ports.

60,000 bad risks on student loans 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - An estimated 


60,000 college and trade school students 
have defaulted on $55.2 million In feder- 
ally guaranteed loans over the past five 
years and the government has recovered 
only $3.2 million, according to the U.S. 
Office of Education. 


Officials said they are expanding their 


regional collection units to meet the 
problem. But while the staff has grown 
from just three collectors for the entire 
country as recently as March, 1972, to 28 
collectors and examiners in 10 regional 
offices, the collection goal for this year is 


still a modest $5.5 million. 


"We are having trouble collecting on 


the Guaranteed Student Loan Program, 
and we are taking very vigorous steps to 
hopefully correct the situation," Peter 
Mulrhead, deputy commissioner for high- 
er education, told UPI in an interview. 


Nader charges oil crisis was contrived 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ralph Nader 


accused the oil industry Sunday of delib- 
erately contriving a short term oil crisis 
to force construction of the Alaskan pipe- 
line.

dustry has been calculatingly developing 
a short term energy crisis in order to get 
what It wants out of Washington," he 
said, and one of the items It wants "is 
the Alaskan pipeline." 


But in addition to the Alaskan pipeline, 


strongly opposed by environmentalists, 
Nader said the Industry wants the right 
to develop offshore oil "on its own 
terms" and hopes to use the oil shortage 
"to drive out Independent refineries and 
gasoline retailers which provide most of 
the price competition." 


Nader, who made the comments in a 


UPI interview, termed the shortage 
"clearly a political crisis." 


He summed up the situation this way: 
"The add test of the oil Industry's bad 


faith is the following: They knew that 
there was going to be an Increase In de- 
mand for consumption of fuel as there is 
every year. Why didn't they ask the fed- 
eral government to lift the oil import 
quota, which was restricting the importa- 
tion of cheap foreign oil into the United 
States?" 


Nader said that if the restrictions were 


lifted, "there would not be a short term 
energy crisis. 


"There is an abundant short term sup- 


ply of oil around the world — indeed, 
there 15 some evidence that even in the 
southwest portion of the United States, 
the oil industry is not leveling with the 


...Libya agrees 


CAIRO (UPI) — American talk of an 


energy crisis is "imperialist deception" 
possibly aimed at justifying future 
armed intervention to take over the 
sources of Arab oil, Libyan Premier 
Maj. Abdel Salam Jalloud said in an in- 
terview published here Sunday. 


"We hear that the United States is

Pompidou due in Peking

Since last November, about 75 per cent 


of all defaults paid by the government 
have involved vocational schools, said 
William M. Simmons, director of the di- 
vision of insured loans. 


Office of Education figures showed 


that the $55 2 million was actually repaid 
to lenders by the government during the 
five years on behalf of the 60,000 stu- 
dents. 


Collection agents are finding that some 


delinquent students have gone on welfare 
— especially on the West Coast — and 
others are either unable or unwilling to 
repay subsidized loans for their educa- 
tion. These defaults are filed as hopeful 
future collections. 


On the other hand, 2,831 students have 


declared bankruptcy since the federally 
insured student loan program began in 
1966, and the government has had to 
reimburse lenders $3 3. million in bans 
deemed uncollectible, the education of- 
fice said. Another $3 3 million was lost 
because of death and disability of bor- 
rowers. 


Some $6 billion in federal and state 


guaranteed loans have gone to 6.1 million 
students since the program began eight 
year years ago. In 1972, the government 
guaranteed about $708 million in loans, 
$260 million of it for vocational educa- 
tion. 


Students attending over 8,000 colleges, 


universities, schools of nursing, vocation- 
al and technical schools and foreign 
schools are eligible for the federally sub- 
sidized loans which they do not have to 
begin repaying until nine to 12 months 
after leaving school. Although repayment 
of principal and interest can extend for 
10 years, a default can be declared 120 
days after a monthly payment is due. 


PEKING (UPI) — President Georges 


Pompidou arrives in Peking tomorrow 
for talks with Chinese leaders and a 
week-long round of ceremonial dinners, 
side trips and a ballet In his honor. 


His visit to China will be the first by a 


French chief of state in history. 


Though Pompidou will talk with Pre- 


mier Chou En-lal and meet Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung, the visit will be mainly 
ceremonial 
, 


"There are no real problems between 


France and China," said one French dip- 
lomat. "This visit is really just a tourist 
jaunt." France was the first Western na- 
tion to establish full diplomatic relations 
with China in 1964 and the Chinese are 
expected to give Pompidou an ex- 
ceptionally warm reception when he ar- 


rives. 


Pompidou, 62, will be lodged at the 


same state guest house amidst the splen- 
dor of Peking's Jade Abyss pool park 
where President Nixon stayed. 


Diplomatic observers expect Pompidou 


to spend most of his official time talking 
with Chou, China's nominal No. 2 man, 
and he will have his picture taken with 
Chairman Mao. 


The French sources said the Pom- 


pldou-Chou talks will center on the devel- 
oping detente between Europe and the 
Soviet bloc which the Chinese fear will 
lead to a reduction of troop levels in Eu- 
rope, in turn leaving Russia free to di- 
vert more troops to the SIno-Soviet bor- 
der where the Chinese claim 1 million 
Russian soldiers already are poised. 


Now Japanese try 
to find 
6Nessie' 


LOCH NESS, Scotland (UPI) - A 


team of Japanese scientists arrived Sun- 
day to search for the Loch Ness monster 
and Immediately triggered a controversy 
among local conservationists. 


The conservationists said they feared 


the Japanese would try to capture "Nes- 
sle" — a top tourist attraction for years 
— and remove it to Japan and warned 
they would land up In a Scottish jail if 
they tried. 


"According to an old law, it Is forbid- 


den to remove live animals and fish from 
the Loch," one said. "We Intend to have 
it enforced If they try anything funny." 


Miss Pakl Kato, the only woman 


among the 15 scientists, said the locals' 
fear was unfounded. 


"We don't want to kill or damage the 


monster," she said. "We only want to get 
scientific proof the monster exists." 


To launch their three-month search, 


they brought in a mini-submarine, sonar 
equipment and underwater videotape 
machines which they claim is almost 
certain to locate the monster. 


But, expedition leader Shinsaku Yosh- 


ida said, the team has no plans to cap- 
ture the monster. To the contrary, he 
said if they get too close, their first ac- 
tion will be to run. 


The expedition is the latest in a long 


line of such search teams who have tried 
to produce scientific proof that Nessle 
does exist in the loch. Until now, an at- 
tempts have failed, although numerous 
Individuals have claimed to have made 
sightings of the monster.

Gov. Daniel Walker has Indicated he is 


aware of the problems faced by Harper 
College In Palatine because of the flro 
which destroyed the school's fieldhouse, 
but he Isn't sure the state can spend $1.6 
million to help. 


College Pres. Robert Lahtl, who met 


with Walker last week, said school offi- 
cials have, at the governor's request, 
drawn up possible less expensive alterna- 
tives for a proposed fieldhouse replace' 
Bunt. 


The governor must decide whether to 


sign, amend or veto a special bill passed 
by the General Assembly which appro- 
priates $1.8 million to Harper for a physi- 
cal education facility to replace tho 
building which burned In June. In addi- 
tion to Lahtl, Walker met with State Rep. 
Eugenia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights; 
David Regner, R-Mount Prospect; Dan- 
iel Pierce, D-Hlghland Park, and other 
Harper officials. 


Following the meeting, Lahtl said ho 


was pleased the governor had "obviously 
done his homework" and had an open 
mind about the special appropriation. 
Lahtl said he told the governor the 
request was an emergency because "un- 
der normal circumstances wo would 
have a sovcn-to-ten-year delay on replac- 
ing this building." 


LAim SAID the governor "explained 


all the priorities facing the state aM we 
wero sympathetic to him, just as he was 
sympathetic to us." The basic direction 
of the governor's remarks, Lahtl said, 
was that "ho was searching for some 
way not to havo to como up with tho 
whole $1.6 million. I think he's doing that 


with a lot of agencies because if he can 
cut down on individual amounts he can 
give more things to more people." 


Harper officials have estimated that, 


even if the governor signs the special 
legislation, the school will have a two-to 


three-year delay before the new physical 
education building will be completed. 
The school Is now preparing an interim 
building, with locker and shower space, 
which will be used so outdoor sports can 
be continued until a new facility Is 


ready. 


The special appropriation for the new 


facility was passed by the General As- 
sembly with bipartisan support following 
intensive lobbying efforts by Harper offi- 
cials.

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Des Plaines firm to face charges of fraud, deception

The Illinois Attorney General will (lie 


suit in Chicago today charging officials 
of Des Plaines — based Imperial In- 
ventors International Inc. with fraud and 
deceptive trade practice. 


The company, which a spokesman for 


Atty. Gen. William J. Scott estimates has 
bilked more than 900 Illinois residents 
out of an estimated $150,000 since mi, 
was the subject of a three-month Herald 
Investigation last year. 


The lawsuit asks the court to per- 


manently bar the company from doing 
business In Illinois and order Imperial to 
repay all fees inventors may have given 
the company. The investigation was con- 
ducted by Scott's consumer fraud dlvi- 
slon. 


The Herald learned Friday that Impe- 


rial filed a $10 million damage suit 
against (ho attorney general's 
office 


charging It has violated the company'! 
and Individual officer's civil rights. 


ACCORDING TO Imperial attorney 


Craig Sherman, the suit alleges that 
there Is a "malicious conspiracy" be- 
tween various government agencies to 
put the company out of business. 


The suit, filed Aug. 31 In Federal Dis- 


trict Court, asks an injunction to block 


the government from obtaining any addi- 
tional company records which could be 
used in an Investigation. 


Imperial, with main offices at 2250 E. 


Devon, and branches throughout the 
United States, claims to offer marketing 
and engineering expertise to inventors. 


Assistant Atty. Gen. Peter J. Kllchen- 


mann said last week that the Herald 
probe "sparked the Attorney General's 
Investigation of the firm." The Herald 
provided both state and federal author- 
ities with information about the com- 
pany. 


The suit charges the company violated 


the state's consumer fraud act and used 
false and misleading information to con- 
vince Inventors to pay for Imperial eval- 
uations of their products. 


THE SUIT ALSO contradicts Impe- 


rial's claim the company only gives fa- 
vorable reports on about S per cent of the 
products It evaluates. 


"In excess of 87 per cent of all Ideas or 


Inventions submitted to Imperial are giv- 
en favorable evaluation reports, which 
state that the invention has 'outstanding 
merit'," the suit states. 


The suit names Thomas M. Roth, Im- 


perial's president; Clalr C. Waper, na- 
tional director; Robert C. Pond, director 


of engineering; and Jack Bromley, chief 
of sales, as being principals in directing 
the company's scheme. 


Imperial recently reorganized its man- 


agement; while some of those men no 
longer hold the same positions, all are 
active in the company. 


The suit states that Brumley, resides 


at 1300 Pima St, Mount Prospect. 


Throughout the 25-page lawsuit, the 


state alleges that all phases of Imperial's 
tactics are deceptive. While the company 
tells inventors that the company has a 
50-50 chance of success, the attorney gen- 
eral points to different results.

and misleading In that of the total num- 
ber of inventions that (Imperial) his 
contracted to promote since June 7,1971, 
not a single one has resulted in a licens- 
ing agreement with or sale to a manufac- 
turer."

which inventors pay $125, are really form 
letters altered to generally fit the indi- 
vidual invention. 


In addition to the request to block Im- 


perial from operating in Illinois, the suit 
also asks that a receiver be appointed to 
take over the assets of the company.

THE SUIT CONTENDS that Imperial 


published a newsletter reporting that an 
Indiana man was theii general counsel 
and furnish the company with legal infor- 
mation. 
The Herald reported that the so-called 


attorney, Vincent Borsattino, bad never 
attended an accredited law school and 
has never been admitted to practice law 
in Illinois or Indiana. 


The attorney general's suit also cites 


an "evaluation report" on an ice cube 
tray cover as a typical device used in the 
Imperial scheme. The Imperial report 
states the invention has "outstanding 
merit", adding that Imperial can prob- 
ably get the product on the market 


The Herald's investigation revealed the 


ice cube tray product was so common 
that the U.S. Patent Office already had a 
number of similar products on file and 
one patent attorney who reviewed the 
matter called Imperial's evaluation "ri- 
diculous."

Bike thieves, beware! William Spring 


of Arlington Heights can put you out of 
business. 


Spring is the inventory of a bike rack 


that would discourage even the best bike 
thieves from plying their trade. 


"It's not really theft-proof," he said. 


"But nothing really is if he (the thief) 
really tries. This is actually a theft-deter- 
rent bike rack." Thieves would more 
likely help themselves to easier steals, 
he added. 


Spring's invention, being readied for 


manufacturing, looks pretty much like 
the conventional bike rack you see at 
schools, parks and apartment buildings. 
It was designed mainly for two-wheel 
bikes. 


But at each bicycle unit he added two 


metal shields that encompass the front 
wheel of a bike. At latch bar with an 
auxiliary chain locks the bike frame into 
place and the chain prevents the back 
wheel from being stolen. At each unit 
there Is a cote-key box. Tho box can be 
locked in one quick turn of the key. 


"Actually I got the idea for this two 


years ago when we wanted to start a bi- 
cycle magazine," said Spring who lives 
at 801 S. Vail. Spring, 46, is the head of a 
technical publication and industrial ad- 
vertising firm which he started In Chi- 
cago nearly six years ago. "With the 
bike boom and all, we thought it would 
be a good enterprise to go into." 


THE MAGAZINE never got started, 


but it did moke Spring think about bi- 
cycles, bike riders and their anxiety of 
having their bikes stolen. 


"Bike theft was quite startling and has 


been excessively greater since," said 
Spring. "There must be a means of lock- 
ing a bike without carrying a 20-pound 
chain around. 


"The whole idea came about in about 


20 minutes," he said. "That's how much 
thought went into it initially." 


The rest of the time was spent waiting 


for the patent, which he recently obtain- 
ed. 


Some of the time was spent walking 


from door to door to see the heads of 
various municipal organizations in Chi- 
cago. Armed with rough sketches, Spring 
wanted to find how appealing such a bike 
rack would be. 


He found most of the people enthusias- 


tic. "The Association of Bicycle Commu- 
ters in Chicago said they thought the de- 
sign was feasible," he said. "That was 
two years ago." Spring plans to talk to 
more groups in Arlington Heights as well 
as those in Chicago, this time with a 1/8" 
scale model, complete with model bi- 
cycles. 


Business melts, but iceman still cometh

As you approach the Lund ice house 


you may see only Charles Lund placing 
bags of Ice Into the cooler as he and his 
brothers have done for many years and 
as his father had done since before the 
turn of the century. 


Or you may see Lund, chomping on a 


cigar, sitting in the old leather chair with 
upholstery ravaged by time and wear, 
Inside the dusty office, waiting for a cus- 
tomer to pull up and buy a bag or block 
of Ice. 


But if you look closely at Lund, 67, and 


tho 40-year-old Ice house located et Oak- 
ton and Center streets, you may see ves- 
tiges and remnants of an American tra- 
dition capsulatcd within the structure in 
a rather unique stoppage of time. 


The saga that can be seen Is that of the 


old-time Iceman — a story which reaches 
well back into the 1800s but began to 
melt away in the 1930s as Inevitably as 
tho product the Iceman delivered. 


And it was this slice of yesteryear that 


has been a way of life to two generations 
of the Lund family. Lund, who first re- 
members driving a horse-drawn ice wag- 
on at the age of nine, would travel all 
over Des Plaines, Mount Proepect, Ar- 
lington Heights and Elk Grove Village 
delivering ice. He opened tho Des 
Plaines Ice bouse in 1925. 


He was the man who would weigh the 


great blocks on the hanging scale on the 
rear of tho wagon, sling the block with 
giant tongs over his shoulder (guarded 
by a piece of burlap) and carry it Into a 
house to put in the top of on ice box. 


Lund, his brothers and father Otto, 


who died four years ago at SO, delivered 
countless tons of ice per day to area 
homes and businesses. 


IN THOSE DAYS, he remembers, the 


business operated out of their first DCS 
Plaines ice house next door to the Lund 
home, a space which is now occupied by 
a parking lot next to Romano's Restau- 
rant 


Tho current Icehouse, opened in the 


early 1930s, is only yards from the site of 
tho first. 


Much of the ice would come to Des 


Plaines by horsecart from Otto Lund's 
ice house on Chicago's West Side. 


"We used to bring three loads of two 


tons of ice here each day by bone cart," 
Lund said. 


The Lunds never manufactured their 


own ice but bought most of it from the 
Jefferson Ice Co., in Chicago. In winter 
months, they, and many other Icemen, 
would "harvest" Ice from frozen over Il- 
linois lakes by cutting out huge blocks 
with axes and saws. Some of the har- 
vested iceblocks weighed as much as 400 


pounds. 


"Depending on the weather," he said, 


"we could take in $200 worth of ice a 
week." He added icemen In the 1920s 
were paid by what they delivered. 


Then also, a 25-pound block of Ice cost 


25 cents. The same size block would cost 
60 cents today, he sold. 


Another Lund ice company specialty 


was providing ice for "butcher boxes," 
or large meat freezers used mostly in 
restaurants and butcher shops. 


THIS ARDUOUS task required the 


brawn of several men who would lift 
mammoth blocks of ice to the top of the 
freezer. "Sometimes we would fill those 
things with five tons of ice, come back a 
week later and fill it again." 


But the passage of time and, of course, 


the refrigerator ended the legend of the 
old-time iceman. For Charles Lund, the 
business still thrives. 


No longer does he drive the bone cart 


delivering tons of ice blocks covered with 
slough bay to delay the melting process. 
"Now business is all cash and carry. Its 
been that way for years," he said. 


Now Lund can sit in his office and 


watch as customers fumble through then- 
pockets for change trying to decide 
whether to buy ice cubes, chips or blocks 
from the vending machines outside the 
icehouse. 


ONE QUICK turn of the key will lock 
the two-wheeler secure and the own- 
er can walk away worry-free. Wil- 
liam Spring of Arlington Heights is 
the inventor of a theft-deterrent bi- 


"Right now we're trying to get it man- 


ufactured," he said. "One company who 
manufactures playground equipment and 
bike racks is interested. They say they 
get calls every day for a better bike 
rack." 


SPRING IS waiting for the company to 


produce a prototype of the rack in order 
to point out any changes or deficiencies. 
After the prototype, the company will 
conduct a market research study for the 
item, he said.

cycle rack that is expected to be on 
the market early next tyear. Above is 
a scale model that he built to show 
its features. 


"With luck, they'll be on the market by 


the first of the year," he said. 


Although the rack was designed pri- 


marily for municipalities because of the 
coin-key device, the rack may also be 
manufactured without the device. 


"I's mainly a revenue making device. 


The simile would be the lockers at the 
train stations or airports. But for those 
who don't want to produce revenue, like 
schools and apartment buildings, a per- 
son can supply his own padlock." 


Lund spends only about four or five 


hours each day in the icehouse. When he 
is not there, his brother Harold, 62, who 
also worked many yean in the family 
business, tends to the store. 


When not stacking shipments in the 


cooler or helping a customer load the 
bags into his car Lund "Just sits there." 


"There's DO more big customers," he 


said, "but we never close.

Paramedic cash 
needs House OK 


The life-saving paramedic plan, 


which has worked so successfully 
right here in the Northwest sub- 
urbs, faces its greatest battle on 
Wednesday In Washington. 


On that day, the U.S. House of 


Representatives will decide wheth- 
er to override President Nixon's 
veto oh SB 504, a bill which would 
provide 9185 million over a three- 
year period of time to expand the 
paramedic program. 


Without question, the Presiden- 


tial veto should be promptly and 
overwhelmingly ovcrriden. If there 
Is a doubt In the president's mind 
as to the effectiveness of or the 
need for or tho success of the para- 
medic program, ho should look to 
the Northwest suburbs. 


Two years ago, the paramedic 


program did not exist. Then, Mrs. 
Janet Schwcttmann of Inverness 
saw the need for such a program. 
Local hospital officials were enthu- 
siastic and enabling legislation was 
passed through the Illinois legisla- 
ture. 


The program since then has pro- 


vided emergency, hospital-linked 
medical treatment to persons suf- 
fering from any kind of sudden 
physical problem. For those the 
program has helped, enough can- 
not be said in praise of the pro- 
gram. 


U . S . Sen. Allen Cranston, 


D-Calif., had the same idea when 
he introduced legislation earlier 
this year to provide funds for local 
communities to set up such pro- 
grams by providing training and 
development programs. 


Cranston's proposal was ap- 


proved by the Senate; a similar 
proposal sailed through the House, 
and a conference report was unani- 
mously approved by the Senate. 


However, Nixon then vetoed the 


bill. He asserted at the time that 
limited "demonstration" programs 
were needed, and that the spending 
of the money was "far in excess of 
the amounts that can be prudently 
spent" 


The Senate promptly overrode 


the veto — and now, it is up to the 
House on Wednesday to approve or 
reject the President's action. 


This Is not the expenditure for an 


obscure, untested program hi a 
faraway country, to meet a need 
which might or might not exist. 


Every year, far too many per- 


sons die because of the lack of 
emergency medical treatment, or 
because of the lack of trained med- 
ical help to administer first aid, 
with the assistance of radio-linked 
medical staff. 


Whether federal, state or local 


money Is used, that money is need- 
ed to support such programs, and 
the federal contribution is desirable 
and necessary to spread the suc- 
cess of the program, part of which 
was first proved successful in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


If you believe in the program, 


contact U.S. Reps. Philip Crane, 
R-12, or Samuel Young, R-10, be- 
fore Wednesday. They'll help de- 
termine on Wednesday whether the 
paramedic program can serve oth- 
er communities as well as it has 
served the Northwest suburbs.

WASHINGTON — Fred Harris did not 


really retire from politics when his short- 
lived campaign for President came to an 
end. Ho merely moved from the re- 
ceiving end of the grassroots firing line 
!i tho dlsh-lt-out end. 


Tho former U.S. senator from Okla- 


homa has so many things going, ho al- 
most has to "program things Into a com- 
puter" to find time for vacation, ho snld. 


Harris works with tho People's Policy 


Center, something ho helped organize; 
heads New Populist Action, which Is con- 
centrating on tax reforms; has one book 
out nnd another on tho way. And ho now 
Is hard at work on lesson plans as a pro- 
fessor of public affairs at American Uni- 
versity In Washington this fall. Not only 
that, he does some legal work besides 
maintaining a continuing schedule of 
public appearances. 


Even with such a heavy schedule, "it's 


a better nnd cas'cr life" than his Senate 
days. Harris observed. 


Tho People's Policy Center Is organ- 


izing a national conference Sept. 21-22 to

discuss the distribution of wealth in 
America. Subjects Include taxes, land re- 
forms, monopolies, income patterns and 
the economic structure. 


"This represents one of the things I 


wanted to do when I left the Senate — 
expand research and study on dis- 
tribution of wealth," Harris said. 


His recent book is "New Populism," 


the theme of his quest for the presiden- 
cy. He dropped out of the Democratic 
primary battle after a brief run because 
of lack of money. 


Harris still has some debts from that 


effort. When he announced his campaign 
had run out of money and had gone into 
tho red, the IQU's totaled $60,000 to 
$80,000. He has shaved that to $6,000 to 
$8,000. he said. 


Unlike some politicians' works, his 


book was not ghost-written, Harris 
stressed: "I write my own stuff." His 
new book, he said, "will be anecdotal 
memoirs of eight years in Washington — 
not biography and nothing heavy." 


New Populist Action Is working up a 


package of tax proposals to suggest to 
Congress. Most of them would close 
loopholes In tax law, he said. 


"We are not ready to announce the tax 


package yet, but basically what it does is 
provide tax reform to the tune of about 
$11 billion of new revenue. By closing 
most of the glaring loopholes, and also 
giving relief to working-class people, the 
net effect is about $5.5 billion in reve- 
nue." 


One of the "loopholes" Harris talks 


about fa the oil depletion allowance. His 
opposition to it was a factor that cooled 
some home-state ardor for Harris and, 
some said, helped him decide not to try 
for the Senate again for fear of being 
beaten. 


Harris says the idea of a minimum tax 


is a bigger part of the tax package than 
the depletion question. A minimum tax 
would do away with the situation of some 
companies' being able to pay little or no 
income tax, he said. 


Harris' latest new project Is a "food 


action campaign" designed to bring pres- 
sure on the federal government to break 
up concentration of economic power In 
some food companies. 


Harris' organization and two others 


have joined forces in the campaign. He 
said they would like to see the Federal 
Trade Commission and state attorneys 
general look at allegedly Commission 
practices of some food companies. 


"The laws are pretty much on the 


books already," Harris said. "The situ- 
ation would turn around If you could get 
the FTC to do for food what it did for oil. 
There is no difference in the Integrated 
nature of Exxon from that of Del Monte, 
which has interests from the field to the 
cannery to the market place." 


Harris said he has no Immediate plans 


running again for political office. 


"I would not run for anything except 


President — and I am not making any 
plans for that,",he said, but added: "I 
am not ruling it out." (UPD

volved with Arlington Heights Boys 
Baseball. 


During the last three years our family 


has been Involved with boys baseball and 
we have a great concern for the safety of 
the boys. Since I have discussed this with 
many other parents who are also con- 
cerned, I feel obligated to register this 
complaint 


The helmets provided are not of very 


good quality and are ill-fitting and many 
do not even have straps. 


Last year there was at least one boy 


who suffered a serious head Injury. Per- 
haps a better helmet Could have pro- 
tected this boy better. 


My son played in the varsity league 


this year and the catcher's equipment 
also leaves much to be desired. The 
equipment fits some of the boys like 
Band-Aids, hardly protecting the boys 
the way it should. Some consideration 
should be given to the variety of sizes of 
the boys and attempt made to fit them 
properly. Abo, each boy should be re- 
quired to wear a plastic protective cap to 
each game. 


The financial area Is always a touchy 


one, but I am sure boys baseball can af- 
ford safer equipment with all the money 
it collects. When do you give an account- 
tog of how the money collected is spent? 
Perhaps I have missed a notice for a 
meeting where such things are dis- 
cussed, but I am quite sure all parents 
would like to be Informed of it. 


There are other Independent baseball 


leagues in the area whose fees are ap- 
proximately the same and their equip- 
ment and fields are better. And, they 
have no parent volunteers with the ex- 
ception of managers, coaches and some 
umpires. And no extra fees for parents 
who do not volunteer. 


While doing my volunteer service at 


the baseball office, I handled a very 


thick file filled with applications for boys 
whose parents did not volunteer. This In- 
dicates a great deal of $10 fees over and 
above the initial fee. 


Also, work was being done for boys 


football by mothers who volunteered 
their services to boys baseball. 


Are the Arlington Heights Boys Base- 


ball Assn. and the Arlington Heights 
Football Assn. one and the same organi- 
zation? Should parents who have boys in 
baseball and not football be providing 
services and fees to boys football? I 
don't think most parents realize they are. 


Also, the dance tickets that were sold 


at baseball games to benefit baseball 
upon close examination show that the 
proceeds also go to football. Is the mon- 
ey split evenly or on a percentage basis? 
Everybody knows there are many more 
boys involved in organized baseball than 
In organized football. 


Our team mother tells me that there 


was not one new uniform in our sack this 
year. Each boy had to pay for his own 
team picture. Last year the All-Star win- 
ners were presented with a trophy and a 
bin for $3,50 if they wanted to keep it. 
The boys who won the first place division 
in their area were given small patches of 
recognition. Clearly, the money is not 
being spent on frills, 


I think the only way to satisfy the 


questions of the parents concerned is to 
answer them publicly. I would hope you 
would consider doing so promptly. 


I would like to soften this letter by say- 


ing I have nothing but appreciation and 
respect for the men and women I have 
met who have volunteered their services 
to boys baseball, but who is running the 
snow? Who is to blame for the apparent 
deliberate abuse of people's good in- 
tentions?

These charges come from the faculty 


about once a year. Predictably, the col- 
lege's administration will not answer 
them, but, at the next meeting of the 
Harper board of trustees, the press will 
be clucked at for reporting them. The 
messenger, not the message, is the cul- 
prit. 


The college's defense, in part, is that it 


is a showpiece institution recognized In 
Springfield, and Washington. It's a vis- 
ually Impressive college, and its man- 
a g e m e n t-oriented administration and 
slick hardware have made Harper the 
darling of community college confer- 
ences and meetings. 


Powell's argument — and the argu- 


ment of other teachers before him — has 
been that the college Is overburdened 
with a too-large and too-oppressive ad- 
ministration. Teaching and students 
don't have top priority at Harper, many 
teachers argue. 


But the college's teachers have never 


moved to take real power at Harper. Tho 
college's president, Robert Lahti, runs 
the institution and has an amazingly 
deferential board behind him. With one 
or two sharp exceptions, the board does 
what it thinks Lahti wants it to do. 


The result Is that many faculty mem- 


bers are dispirited and/or angry, while 
powerless. About once a year, good men 
like Powell speak out with sincere and 
needed criticism. 


Their argument is a philosophical one 


about what a community college should 
be like. But it's the public fault that this 
discussion has never extended beyond 
the college's walls. Harper's internal 
problems, as important as they are to 
our children's educations, has never 
caught the public's fancy.

Even MSD board pres. John Egan Is 


issuing statements in preparation for the 
hearings, calling for all MSD department 
heads to "hold the line" as closely as 
possible in making their requests for the 
coming year. 


This year the total MSD budget was 


nearly $301 million, but a delay in many 
capital improvement and construction 
programs because of new federal guant 
funding guidelines will mean the sanitary 
district will spend nowhere near the to- 
tal amount it planned to spend during 
this fiscal year. 


MSD MANAGEMENT CONTROL Offi- 


cer William Coyne notes that the district 
budgeted $161 million In bond sales for 
the year and has not sold any bonds be- 
cause of the delay caused by implement- 
ing the new federal rules. 


On' the other hand, Coyne noted, the 


d i s t r i c t ' s corporate operating ex- 
penditures will probably come quite 
close to the $61 million budgeted with $30 
million already spent and another $23 
million obligated to be spent before Dec. 
31. 


Out of a total of $217 million budgeted 


for the bond fund, the district has only 
spent $51 million and may not even 
spend the additional $81 million which 
has been projected before Dec. 31, Coyne 
said. 
. 


Mrs. Alter, who Is calling for the dis- 


trict to begin a new budget analyzing 
system "to better measure effectiveness 
and dollar impact of the money spent by 
the MSD," points to discrepancies In the 


budget and actual expenditures as one 
area of concern. 


"There is no real way to Judge how 


much of the work we planned actually 
got 'done during the year," she notes. 
Moreover, the current line item budget 
makes it impossible to determine easily 
how much any one specific program is 
costing district taxpayers, she said. "We 
have no way of knowing how much is 
being spent in Fulton County, for ex- 
ample," she said referring to the dis- 
trict's program to reclaim strip-mined 
land by applications of digested sludge. 


ANOTHER PROBLEM with the budget 


is that items which aren't accomplished 
are often Just carried over from year to 
year with no delineation of when the 
work is actually expected to begin. She 
pointed out, for example, that certain re- 


pairs at the West-Southwest Sewage 
Treatment Plant have appeared as a line 
item in every MSD budget since 1967. 


What Mrs. Alter says is needed Is for 


the district to "phase in a Planning Pro- 
gramming Budgeting System of analysis 
and controls" while maintaining the line- 
. item budget required by state statutes. 


In his message to the department 


heads, Egan called for frugality, while 
proudly pointing to the fact that the MSD 
is operating today at a lower tax rate 
than it did 10 years ago. 


Mrs. Alter also said the district's 


record of reducing its share of the Cook 
County tax dollars over the last 10 years 
has been "admirable," but she said the 
question still remains "whether we've 
spent that money In the most prudent 
and efficient ways."

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She has an Oriental I 
flair with flowers 


by ELEANOR RIVES 


In the ninth century, In a temple In 


Kyoto, Japan, which Americans call the 
Silver Pavilion, the Emperor Saga made 
the first known Japanese flower arrange* 
menu for use In teaching others. 


Thus began the long history of Ike- 


bana, the art of Japanese flower arrang- 
ing. 


Today In Japan there are some 2,000 


schools of flower arranging. Two of the 
larccst and most reputed are the Ikenobo 
and the Sogetsu. More than 1,200 years 
old, Ikenobo Is the oldest, the largest and 
the most traditional. Not yet 45 years 
old, Sogetsu Is one of the newest. It Is 
also the most free. 


Closely Interwoven with religion, Ike- 


bana records Its formal beginnings from 
the late l!th century when the custom of 
offering flowers to Buddha emerged. 
Purely decorative arrangements were 
also practiced at that time. Both were 
characterized by great simplicity. 


AND GREAT SIMPLICITY, with em- 


phasls on the beauty of nature, charac- 
terizes the Japanese flower arrange- 
ments of Mrs. Charles Falgout, a com- 
parative newcomer to Palatine and one 
of the few women in the northwest sub- 
urbs who studied Ikcbana at the place of 
Its origin — Japan. 


Stella Falgout holds an Instructor's 


certificate, Impressively official In both 
Japanese and English, from the Shln-Iko- 
nobo School of Flower Art ("shin" 
means now). 


Living in a small village on the south- 


ernmost island, Kyushu, from 195840 
while her husband was In service, Mrs. 
Falgout decided to absorb Japanese cul- 
ture while she had the opportunity and so 
enrolled in courses in Japanese doUmak- 
Ing, in origami and in the Shln-Ikenobo 
School where she attended lessons three 
days a week, and with the help and en- 
couragement of the Japanese Instructor 
and 
Interpreter, 
advanced rapidly 


through many sequences and certificates 
until, In two years' time, she attained 
her Instructor's certificate. 


SOON AFTER returning to the United 


States, she began spreading the skills she 
had learned by giving lessons, demon- 
strations and speeches in Japanese flow- 
er arranging. She began a long associ- 
ation with the Thlbodaux Garden Club in 
Louisiana, later transferred to the Sunset 
Hills Garden Club In Omaha. The Fal- 
gouts moved to 1106 Ventura Dr., Pala- 
tlno, last February and now the Plum 
Grove Garden Club Is larger by one 
more talented member. 


"I see Oriental design in everything 


around me," exclaimed this dark-eyed 
brunette in her soft southern drawl. "So 
many flower arrangements have an Ori- 
ental flair to them. Japanese arrange- 
ments enhance almost any type decor, 
whether as a focal point or just an ac- 
cent In your home." 


In Louisiana, the Falgouts had a pure 


"Japanese room," completely furnished 
in Oriental furniture, an effective foil for 
their Japanese souvenirs as well as 
Stella's Japanese arrangements. Their 
Palatine home does not allow for this 
luxury but does permit Stella to indulge 
In a "Florida room," a sunlit screened 
porch which doubles as a small green- 
house. Many a vacationing neighbor has 
dropped off a valued plant in the Florida 
room for Stella's tender, loving plant-sit- 
ting. 


She Is delighted with the abundance of 


suitable plant materials In this area, the 
branches of trees and flowering shrubs, 
the glads, the marigolds and other flow- 
ers, and the decorative weeds in fields 
and prairies that may be had for just the 
taking. 


"PEOPLE ARE ALWAYS surprised to 


see that I cut or break my plant material 
only while It Is submerged in water," she 
said. "But that's the way I was taught to 
do It in Japan." 


In her classes in Japanese flower ar- 


ranging, Mrs. Falgout includes history, 
the tools and other mechanics of arrang- 
ing, how to select and treat your own 
plant material and choice of containers, 
in addition to the arranging itself. 


"A good arrangement is judged on 


space, form, color, height, proportion, 
scale and line. Of these, line is the most 
important," she sold. 


Stella described three main types of 


Japanese arrangements: the traditional 
type, in which the arrangement is held In 
a more formal container; the nagclre 
("thrown In") type utilizing a toll, cylin- 
drical type container; and the moribana 
typo, which is done in a low, flat dish. 


The relationship between plant materials 
and container Is important — the con- 
tainer is not just a vessel for water, but 
an essential part of the total design. 


ARRANGEMENTS MAY also be clas- 


sified as classical, or modern. In a clas- 
sical arrangement, the basic design is 
fixed and the arranger carries out bis 
own design within the framework of a 
basic pattern which serves only as a 
rough guide to form, line, space, texture 
and color harmony. 


Japanese arrangements are usually as- 


symetrical, with three main branches — 
the tallest designating "heaven," the 
lowest, "earth," and somewhere in be- 
tween them, "man." Using these points 
as a guide, Mrs. Falgout creates an ar- 
rangement for her class, then takes it 
apart and lets each student try to dupli- 
cate it 


"They learn by doing, not just by 


seeing. You must get your fingers In the 
pie to learn," she said. 


More advanced classes incorporate 


rocks, pebbles, driftwood and other less 
common materials; use more unusual 
containers; and make more intricate de- 
signs. 


"BUT AT ANY level, the keynote Is 


simplicity and naturalness," she added. 


Currently studying to be a nationally 


accredited flower show judge, Stella 
looks forward to a busy fall, for with the 
commencement of school she is on call 
as a substitute in the Palatine school sys- 
tem where her daughters, Judith, 13; Su- 
san, 11; and Mary Catherine, 6, are en- 
rolled. 


She Is also planning a series of six- 


week courses in Japanese flower arrang- 
ing in her home with groups of eight stu- 
dents at a time. Anyone interested in 
more detailed Information may contact 
her at 358-5825. Simplicity and a pene- 
trating observation and understanding of 
nature will keynote the courses, for these 
are at the core of the true spirit of Ike- 
bana.

I 
confess to combining the two methods 
once in a while as when I've started 
short ribs too late and had to speed up 
the process with the pressure cooker at 
the end.

ALMO, Calif. — The sport, of tennis Is 


trying desperately to cope with bur- 
geoning popularity which has taken It out 
of the haul mondc of Newport and pro- 
duced an enfant terrible such as Hie 
Nastase of Romania. 


The problem, precisely, is what to do 


about Ille. Petulant, irrepressible, emo- 
tional, profane, charming Illc. 


"He's like a child who's cute at first," 


says rival Stan Smith. "After a while it 
becomes obnoxious," 


There is n sense of dcja vu In Nasty's 


temper tantrums because the snort once 
had an equally tempestuous and possibly 
more talented shotmaker in Richard 
(Pancho) Gonzale*. but Pancho stormed 
nets In relative obscurity and poverty. 


Now tennis players make more than 


$200,000 a year and their outbursts be- 
come international Incidents. 


Illc drives a Rolls Royce which is en- 


sconced in Belgium, his wife's native 
country, while he's trying to work up the 
guts to bring it back home and drive 
down the main drag of Bucharest. Since 
Illc spends only a month a year on the 
banks of the Dambovita River, where to 
keep the car Is an academic concern. 


Illc feels he pays his feasancc to the 


home folk by taking off three to four 
weeks a year from chasing the buck — 
and the mark and the pound — to play 
for Romania In the Davis Cup gratis, as 
he did here at Round Hill. 


He generally feels uncomfortable play- 


Ing at home because In Romania they 
adore Ille, and he has become much 
more used to hostile crowds, Ircd by his 
tirades. 


"In Romania," ho says in remarkable 


lucid English, "they're too much for me. 
I play better when they're against me." 


Only once has he been exposed to mad 


Romanians. A year ago in dear old Buch- 
arest, Nasty stunk out the joint in the 
Davis Cup finals so that when he faced 
Tom Gorman of the U. S. with the cup 
already lost, they gave their favorite ten- 
nis player the Romanian version of the 
Bronx cheer, which sounds exactly as it 
does in the Bronx. 


Ille has become an expert on crowd 


reactions in International tennis. He 
much prefers the British with their still 
upper lips to rowdy Americans. 


"In England," he explains, "they know 


more about tennis. Here they react like a 
football crowd." 


Nasty is aware of his image. On his 


tennis shoes, which arc Japanese made, 
the word "Nasty" is etched In felt above 
the heel. "In Rumania," he smiles, 
"they don't know what it means." 


He ruminates about it was really like 


to be a hot-tempered Romanian: "You 
must see me when I was 18.1 was wor- 
ser." His drawn cheeks expand into a

Mahcsh Yogi was deserted by his cluster 
of stars - the Beatles, the Beach Boys, 
Jane Fonda and Mia Farrow — it looked 
as If ho had faded as rapidly as moat ot 
the other holy wonders of religion's "silly 
•60s." 


But American susceptibility to one of 


India's leading exports (bogus holy men) 
appears to be Inexhaustible.

Dear Dr. Lamb — My husband Is 60 


years old and our doctor said his health 
was good, but because of his Job and 
being a tense person, ho recommended 
my husband stay with his bourbon at the 
end of the day as a tranqulllzcr Instead 
of taking pills. This made mo wonder, as 
my doctor always prescribes pills for 
women. 


Instead of one strong drink dally, my 


husband takes two with only Ice on an 
empty stomach, since he doesn't cat 
much lunch. Now he finds that whenever 
ho docs anything requiring any exercise 
he tires easily nnd Is breathless. It's so 
Ironic, because if the doctor had told him 
to cut out all alcohol he probably would 
have done so. I'm not a teetotaler, but 
I'm concerned about the effects of all 
this alcohol on his health. 


Dear Hcnilcr — Alcohol Is not a bad 


tronqullizcr, but the danger in pre- 
scribing it to a person is just exactly 
what you have cited. A person con start 
using It too often and In too largo a quan- 
tity. This In turn can lead to other prob- 
lems which may be more serious than 
the simple nervousness which might 
have stimulated prescribing a tranqull- 
lzcr to begin with. 


Basically the problem of using alcohol 


and tranqullltcrs either one for nervous- 
ness Is that It doesn't solve the under- 
lying problem. One needs to get at the 
reasons for the nervousness and sec If 
these can bo minimized. 


Part of the problem here Is that if you 


drink alcohol on an empty stomach It's 
very rapidly absorbed Into the blood- 
stream, and you can have a high blood 
level rather quickly, causing inebriation, 
or at least the first stages of Intoxication. 
As a general rule ot thumb, one jigger of 
whiskey drunk slowly over a period of 
one hour Is sufficient, preferably diluted 
so that it won't be absorbed too rapidly 
in the bloodstream. If you don't want to

It one has 
several drinks they should be spread 
apart even further If he wonts to elimi- 
nate problems from the alcohol. 


I REALLY don't think anyone should 


develop a regular alcohol habit, and I'm 
even opposed to the regular one-drink- 
a-day routine, If It becomes a "routine." 


Rather than a tranqulllzcr or alcohol, 


your husband should start an exercise 
program. From your description of his 
present condition, this will have to bo 
done gradually. To start with, I'd recom- 
mend he begin an evening walk. He can 
gradually Increase these until they help 
build up his condition. 


It's amazing how relaxing exercise can 


bo for a person after a day that's filled 
with nervous tension. When one has de- 


veloped his physical fitness level and Is 
able to engage In some enjoyable physi- 
cal activity, such as tennis, golf, swim- 
ming, or something of that nature, then 
this Is one of the best and most healthy 
tranqulllzcrs that a person can get.

Phoenix asked the village to rczonc 


two of three tracts next to the golf course 
and a northern tract to allow construc- 
tion of townhouscs, condominiums ami 
apartments. _ In all, tho development 
would have covered 06 acres. 


Tho developer has an option to buy tho 


property, but will probably not do so, 
since the project has been rejected. 


PHOENIX OFFICIALS said because of 


the price they are being asked to pay for 
the property, multi-family development 
Is all that Is feasible. They also said 
there is a decreasing demand for single- 
family homes, which is what some have 
suggested they build. 


Harold Friedman, one of the owners of 


the golf course, who is believed to be a 
beneficiary of a secret land trust holding 
the Phoenix property, offered to sell the 
golf course to the village for $1.1 million 
if the zoning was changed from single- 
family to multi-family. 


Some officials have argued that obtain- 


ing the golf course at that price would be 
a bargain, while others have said the of- 
fer Is nothing better than the fair market 
value.

'Crossings9 occupancy by month's end? 
Otis project Phase I nears completion 


Otis Associates, the developer of the 


129-acre Crossings development, said the 
first phase, consisting of 106 townhouses, 
should be ready for occupancy by the 
end of this month. 


The project, which has been designed 


to retain "a rustic, rural atmosphere" 
got underway last spring and will prob- 
ably' be completed In 1978, according to 
James Otis, president of the Northbrook 
firm. 


Upon completion, the development, 


which will be built in eight phases, will 
consist of 748 units and will house 1,700 to 
1,800 persons. The project, which is south 
of the intersection of Rtc. 53 and Rte. 83 
will be made up of cluster-single-family, 


garden condominiums and apartments, 
in addition to the townhouscs. 


The $30 million development will also 


have a 13.4-acrc shopping center at the 
eastern end. 


Recreational facilities In the Crossings 


Include a private recreation center, a 
private bath and tennis club, a cultural 
arts center, several swimming pools, 
four lakes, walking and bicycling paths, 
and possibly a children's zoo. The larger 
lakes probably will be used for boating. 


THE DEVELOPER has preserved the 


barn and other structures from when it 
was a farm, in an attempt to keep the 
rural atmosphere. The buildings arc 
being used for a sales center and will be 
converted to a cultural arts center upon 
completion of the project. 


The first phase of the Crossings con- 


sists of two and three bedroom units with 
garages. The units are expected to sell 
between $35,990 and $31,500. The prices 
could go up slightly because of Increased 
costs. 


Otis said his company hopes to begin 


construction of the second phase of the 
development by late this year or early 
next year. It will consist of 150 town- 
houses and 42 cluster-single-family 
homes, he said. 


Before the second phase begins, the 


plan must be given final approval by the 
plan commission and village board. The 
plan commission will review the second 
phase Wednesday evening.

turned from vacation. It has been esti- 
mated the number of registered students 
will have Increased by about 200 by then. 


At the beginning of last year, 8,232 stu- 


dents were signed up to attend classes in 
Dist. 21. By June, the enrollment was up 
to 8,306. 


ACCORDING TO Gill, the enrollment 


this year was up by about 30 or 40 stu- 
dents at each of the district's three ju- 
nior high schools. It also increased 
slightly at several elementary schools, 
he said. 


The schools with the most significant 


drops In enrollment were Frost (73), 
Hawthorne (25), Kilmer (59), Sandburg 
(46) and Twain (47).

Bike thieves, beware! William Spring 


of Arlington Heights can put you out of 
business. 


Spring is the Inventory of a bike rack 


that would discourage even the best bike 
thieves from plying their trade. 


"It's not really theft-proof," he said. 


"But nothing really is if he (the thief) 
really tries. This is actually a theft-deter- 
rent bike rack." Thieves would more 
likely help themselves to easier steals, 
he added. 


Spring's invention, being readied for 


manufacturing, looks pretty much like 
the conventional bike rack you see at 
schools, parks and apartment buildings. 
It was designed mainly for two-wheel 
bikes. 


But at each bicycle unit he added two 


metal shields that encompass the front 
wheel of a bike. At latch bar with an 
auxiliary chain locks the bike frame Into 
place and the chain prevents the back 
wheel from being stolen. At each unit 
there is a coin-key box. The box can be 
locked in one quick turn of the key. 


"Actually I got the idea for this two 


years ago when we wanted to start a bi- 
cycle magazine," said Spring who lives 
at 801S. Vail. Spring, 46, is the head of a 
technical publication and industrial ad- 
vertising firm which he started in Chi- 
cago nearly six years ago. "With the 
bike boom and all, we thought it would 
be a good enterprise to go into." 


THE MAGAZINE never got started, 


but it did make Spring think about bi- 
cycles, bike riders and their anxiety of 
having their bikes stolen. 


"Bike theft was quite startling and has 


been excessively greater since," said 
Spring. "There must be a means of lock- 
ing a bike without carrying a 20-pound 
chain around.

Spring plans to talk to 
more groups in Arlington Heights as well 
as those in Chicago, this time with a 1/8" 
scale model, complete with model bi- 
cycles. 


Business melts, but iceman still cometh

As you approach tho Lund ice house 


you may see only Charles Lund placing 
bags of Ico Into tho cooler as ho and his 
brothers have done for many years and 
as his father had done since before the 
turn of the century. 


Or you may ice Lund, chomping on a 


cigar, sitting in the old leather chair with 
upholstery ravaged by time and wear, 
Inside the dusty office, waiting for a cus- 
tomer to pull up and buy a bag or block 
of ice. 


But If you look closely at Lund, 67, and 


tho 40-year-old Ico house located at Oak- 
ton and Center streets, you may sec ves- 
tiges and remnants of an American tra- 
dition capsulatcd within the structure In 
a rather unique stoppage of time. 


The toga that can be seen is that of the 


old-time Iceman — a story which reaches 
well back into the 1800s but began to 
melt away In the 1930s as Inevitably as 
tho product the iceman delivered. 


And it was this slice of yesteryear that 


has been a way of life to two generations 
of the Lund family. Lund, who first re- 
members driving a horse-drawn ice wag- 
on at the age of nine, would travel all 
over Des Plaines, Mount Prospect, Ar- 
lington Heights and Elk Grove Village 
delivering ice. He opened the Dos 
Plaines Ice bouse in 1925. 


He was the man who would weigh tho 


great blocks on the hanging scale on tho 
rear of the wagon, sling tho block with 
giant tongs over his shoulder (guarded 
by a piece of burlap) and carry it into a 
house to put In the top of an ice box. 


Lund, his brothers and father Otto, 


who died four years ago at 90, delivered 
countless tons of ice per day to area 
homes and businesses. 


IN THOSE DAYS, he remembers, the 


business operated out of their first Des 
Plaines Ice house next door to the Lund 
home, a space which Is now occupied by 
a parking lot next to Romano's Restau- 
rant. 


The current Icehouse, opened in the 


early 1030s, is only yards from the site of 
tho first. 


Much of the ice would come to Des 


Plaines by bonecart from Otto Lund's 
ice house on Chicago's West Side. 


"Wo used to bring three loads of two 


tons of Ice here each day by bone cart," 
Lund said. 


The Lunds never manufactured their 


own Ice but bought most of it from the 
Jefferson Ice Co., In Chicago. In winter 
months, they, and many other Icemen, 
would "harvest" Ice from frozen over Il- 
linois lakes by cutting out huge blocks 
with axes and saws. Some of the har- 
vested iceblocks weighed as much as 400 


pounds. 


"Depending, on the weather," he said, 


"we could take In $200 worth of ice a 
week." He added Icemen in the 1920s 
were paid by what they delivered. 


Then also, a 25-pound block of Ice cost 


25 cents. The same size block would cost 
60 cents today, he said. 


Another Lund ice company specialty 


was providing ice for "butcher boxes," 
or large meat freezers used mostly in 
restaurants and butcher shops. 


Tins ARDUOUS task required the 


brawn of several men who would lift 
mammoth blocks of ice to the top of the 
freezer. "Sometimes we would fill those 
things with five tons of ice, come back a 
week later and fill it again." 


But the passage of time and, of course, 


the refrigerator ended the legend of the 
old-time iceman. For Charles Lund, the 
business still thrives. 


No longer does be drive the bone cart 


delivering tons of ice blocks covered with 
slough bay to delay the melting process. 
"Now business is all cash and cany. Its 
been that way for yean," he said. 


Now Lund can sit in his office and 


watch as customers fumble through their 
pockets for change trying to decide 
whether to buy ice cubes, chips or blocks 
from the vending macHium outside the 
icehouse.

ONE QUICK turn of the key will lock 
the two-wheeler secure and the own- 
er can walk away worry-free.

"Right now we're trying to get it man- 


ufactured," he said. "One company who 
manufactures playground equipment and 
bike racks Is Interested.

cycle rack that is expected to be on 
the market early next tyear.

"With luck, they'll be on the market by

manufactured without the device. 


"I's mainly a revenue making device.

hours each day In the icehouse. When he 
is not there, his brother Harold, 62, who 
also worked many years in the family 
business, tends to the store.

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Lack of funds may bring Operation Nutrition to a halt 


Operation Nutrition, a supplemental 


food program for infants and young chil- 
dren, may be forced to end in November 
If funds for the program are not found, 
Northwest Opportunity Center director 
Bruco Newton said this week. 


Newton, director of the center which 


administers the food program locally, 
said although federal funding for Oper- 
ation Nutrition officially ended Aug. 31, 
the center has sufficient funds to contin- 
ue the program through October. Since 
the Nixon administration has not asked 
Congress for funds to con'inue Operation 
Nutrition, the program may be forced to 
end if an alternative funding source Is 
not found, Newton said. 


"We have some excess money left and 


also some local community centers arc 
being asked to come up with help on lo- 
cal administrative costs, so this will get 


us through September," Newton said. He 
said an allotment from the Cook County 
Office df Economic Opportunity will pro- 
vide funds for the program for October. 


After that, Newton said the center does 


not know where funding will come from, 
if it comes at all. He said a bill spon- 
sored by Sen. Warren Magnuson CD- 
Wash.) to renew the funding is pending 
before Congress. Newton said the center 
Is encouraging support for the bill and 
asking Operation Nutrition recipients to 
write their Congressmen in support of 
the bill. 


HE SAID FUNDING help could also 


come from a new Department of Agricul- 
ture pilot program similar to the 'current 
Operation Nutrition program. The new 
program will provide fresh foods to sup- 
plement the diets of pregnant women, in- 
fants and children under 6 years old, who 


are currently eligible for Operation Nu- 
trition. 


The current program relies on canned 


foodstuffs to supplement the diets of 
needy recipients. 


Newton said of the pilot program, bow- 


ever, that only six are being planned for 
the entire country in comparison to the 
150 Operation Nutrition programs cur- 
rently in existence. 


Newton estimated the monthly costs of 


running the program, including ware- 
housing and administrative costs, are 
about $1,000. He said that amount means 
distribution of about $2,000 worth of food 
to some 260 Northwest suburban families 
participating in the program. 


"It doesn't look too good, but it has 


happened before where it appeared the 
money, would he cut off," Newton said of 
the situation. 


EARLY LAST YEAR the program was 


threatened to run out of funds in August 
because of withheld federal money. In 
May, 1972, however, Congress, at the 
urging of the Citizens' Board of Inquiry 
Into Hunger and Malnutrition and the 
Senate Select Committee oo Nutrition 
and Human Needs, appropriated $20 mil- 
lion for the program. 


Newton said the program Is vital not 


only to insure proper nutrition of malnou- 
rished and anemic recipients, but to the 
center's total work as wen. 


"It's been a contact program for us," 


Newton said. He said many persons 
come to the center because they are 
aware of Operation Nutrition but later 
learn of other assistance programs pro- 
vided by the center. 


"It (Operation Nutrition) is becoming 


Increasingly more important, too, be be- 
cause of the rising cost of food," he 
added. 


Newton said until the funding question 


is resolved, the center wffl attempt to 
maintain month-to-month continuity in 
Operation Nutrition. 


NORTHWEST OPPORTUNITY Center 


has requested a $3,487 contribution to its 
operating fund from the City of Des 
Plainea. The center serves 183 families 
from the community, Newton said, and Is 
asking funds to support only the pro- 
grams Involving Des Plainet residents 
which are not duplicated by other 
agencies. 


Newton said Des Plaines families an 


involved in Operation Nutrition and Ota 
service is not duplicated. 


The center's request is now under 


study by the council's finance com- 
mittee. Aid. Robert Hinde («h), head of 
the committee said no action would be 
taken until the request can be reviewed 
during budget hearings later Otis year.

Schools outline pupil conduct code 


Rules and regulations regarding stu- 


dent discipline, promotions and failures 
were adopted by tho East Maine Ele- 
mentary School Dist. 63 board. 


"Presently, definitive policies con- 


cernlng these matters do not exist/;. 
Supt. G. Allen Gogo sold when in- 
troducing the proposals that tho board 
passed Tuesday. 


Eight of tho nine policies Involve stu- 


dents. The ninth spells out specific proce- 
dures regarding the solo of unneeded 
equipment and supplies. 


• Student discipline: The principal is 


held responsible for all discipline in each 
school. Teachers, who arc "judicious and 
understanding" in handling discipline 
problems will be supported, according to 
the policy. Gogo said this statement 
gives teachers leeway in handling prob- 
lems. 


"On occasion, it may be necessary for 


a teacher to physically restrain a pupil. 
If such on act is neither malicious nor 
premeditated, the teacher will be sup- 
ported," the statement reads. 


Students who continue to present dis- 


ciplinary problems can be either sus- 
pended or expelled. 


• Corporal punishment: Under the 


statement's definition, corporal punish- 
ment is premeditated punishment for 
misconduct. A teacher might threaten a 
student with a spanking, then follow 
through. According to the policy," corpo- 
ral punishment shall not be permitted." 
• 'Student safety: a teacher can use 


physical force when he feels It is neces- 
sary to prevent a student from hurting 
himself or others. 


• Suspension: "A pupil who Is guilty of 


gross disobedience or misconduct may 
be suspended from school for a max- 
imum of 10 school days." Parents must 
be notified and told of their right to a 
review. 


If a parent submits a request within 15 


days, a review on the suspension will be 
held. The hearing officer, appointed by 
the school board will submit all the evi- 
dence to the board. The board will make 
the final decision. 


If the board does not uphold the sus- 


pension, the student's record will be 
cleared, his absence excused, and all 
work can be made up. 


• Promotions: Promotions are made 


after discussions between the principal 
and the teacher. The factors considered 
are academic achievement, effort, school 
citizenship, Intellectual maturity, physi- 
cal condition and maturity as well as so- 


cial and emotional maturity. 


• Retention: Retentions are made af- 


ter discussions between the principal and 
teacher. The same factors considered in 
promotions will be decisive in failing stu- 
dents. Parents will be notified of their 
child's academic failures as soon as pos- 
sible. 


• Acceleration: The principal and the 


teacher will decide which child should be 
put ahead of his age level group. Consid- 
ered in this decision are the Illinois State 
School Code, academic achievement, ef- 
fort, citizenship, intellectual maturity, 
physical condition and maturity plus so- 
cial and emotional maturity. 


• Damage to School Property: a stu- 


dent can be suspended or expelled for 
damaging school property and the parent 
or guardian will be held liable for the 
cost of the damages.

Busse Woods floodwatcr reservoir re- 
mains delayed by a contract dispute be- 
tween the low-bid contractor and tho 
state. 


Friday, a spokesman for the con- 


tractor, Rossi Contractors of Northlakc, 
sold the contract had not been awarded, 
but It was expected to be awarded today. 


Rossi was tho low bidder at $2.9 mil- 


lion for the excavation work of (he 589- 
acre retention basin that is tho major 
structure In the Upper Salt Creek water- 
shed flood control plan. The bid, how- 
ever, was based on a cost of $1.08 per 
cubic yard of excavated dirt. Rossi offi- 
cials said tho bid should have been $1.28. 


Even with tho additional 20 cents per 


yard cost, Rossi's bid Is still less than 
the next lowest bidder for the job. 


The difference In cost would raise the 


price of Rossi's contract about $500,000. 


Funds for tho contract havo already 


been approved by tho state as part of tho 
$3 million initial phase of the reservoir. 


will be given to the village board of 
trustees, which makes the final decision. 
The village board is not obligated to fol- 
low the commission's recommendation. 


The developer, Phoenix Construction 


Co., Is seeking permission to build a five- 
story condominium in the 3.9 acres next 
to the Terrace Apartments at the Ridge- 
Kennedy intersection. 


HICIIARD HOUPT, attorney for the 


developers, said the project had been 
modified from the initial proposal. He 
said the plan originally called for a 62- 
unit condominium building of one, two 
and three bedroom apartments. The 
building is now planned to have 59 units, 
all but six of them two-bedroom. 


Tho six remaining units would be one- 


bedroom apartments. 


The units were described by the archi- 


tect as "luxury condominiums" with an 
estimated price of "upper 30 to upper 
$40,000." 


The building would be 52 feet high, 1? 


feet more than the present village ordi- 
nances allow. The developers arc asking 
for a text amendment to tho ordinance 
that would allow additional height If the 
building had more "setback" than re- 
quired by ordinance. 


THE TEXT CHANGE would allow one 


additional foot of height for every three 
feet of additional setback. 


The developer's architect and planner 


contend the added height would present 
no problem to neighboring property own- 
ers. 


The additional building setback is pos- 


sible, according to the developers, be- 
cause half of the parking for the con- 
dominium will be in an underground ga- 
rage. 


Entrance and exit driveways for the 


condominium hove also been modified. 
Cars would enter the building area only 
from the castbound Kennedy Boulevard. 
Exit would bo onto Ridge Avenue. 


According to the planners, peak traffic 


in tho morning hours from the con- 
dominium would bo 30 cars per hour. 
Tho evening peak entering the con- 
dominum grounds will be 42 cars per 
hour, developers say. 


The architect said the sidewalk border- 


ing Kennedy Boulevard will be torn up 
and moved back from the street. Ho also 
said the retention pond planned for the 
site would aid in flood control and would 
prevent water from flowing across the 
boulevard.

the commission recently because he did 
not want to interrupt consideration of the 
project. He said he came to Thursday's 
meeting because he wanted to give the 
commission more information on the 
project. 


Since the public hearings, the commis- 


sion has reviewed the testimony and evi- 
dence presented. On almost every point 
reviewed, the commission has found the 
project does not meet acceptable stan- 
dards. 


DILEONARDI discussed four topics 


with the commission: problems of a 
planned unit development that consists of 
three large sections divided by a major 
roadways; soil and flood conditions of 
the site; public services required by the 
project and traffic congestion. 


The plan commission contends serious 


problems exist in the four areas. DiLeo- • 
nardi offered evidence that the problems 
were not as serious as the commission 
contends and could be resolved. 


CHAIRMAN William Shannon repeated 


earlier statements he had made by say- 
ing the developers are asking for more 
building height, more density, less park- 
ing and less common open space than 
village ordinances allow, but he could not 
understand what village would gain by 
granting the exceptions requested by the 
developers. 


"I can't quite agree that this is a good 


plan," said Shannon. 


DiLeonardi said if the commission re- 


jects the developers' request for annexa- 
tion, he hopes the commission would 
"suggest guidelines" for an acceptable 
planned development.

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Imperial Inventors International Inc. 
Des Plaines firm to face charges of fraud, deception

The Illinois Attorney General will (lie 


suit In Chicago today charging officials 
of Dei Plaines — baaed Imperial In- 
ventors International Inc. with fraud and 
deceptive trade practice. 


The company, which a spokesman for 


Atty. Gen. William J. Scott estimates has 
bilked more than 900 Illinois residents 
out of an estimated $150,000 since 1871, 
was the subject of a three-month Herald 
Investigation last year. 


The lawsuit asks the court to per- 


manently bar the company from doing 
business in Illinois and order Imperial to 
repay all fees Inventors may have given 
the company. The Investigation was con- 
ducted by Scott's consumer fraud divi- 
sion. 


The Herald learned Friday that Impe- 


rial filed a $10 million damage suit 
against the attorney general's office 
charging It has violated the company's 
and Individual officer's civil rights. 


ACCORDING TO Imperial attorney 


Craig Sherman, the suit alleges that 
there Is a "malicious conspiracy" be- 
tween various government agencies to 
put the company out of business. 


The suit, filed Aug. 31 In Federal Dis- 


trict Court, asks an Injunction to block 


the government from obtaining any addi- 
tional company records which could be 
used in an Investigation. 


Imperial, with main offices at 2250 E. 


Devon, and branches throughout the 
United States, claims to offer marketing 
and engineering expertise to Inventors. 


Assistant Atty. Gen. Peter J. Kilchen- 


mann said last week that the Herald 
probe "sparked the Attorney General's 
Investigation of the firm." The Herald 
provided both state and federal author- 
ities with information about the com- 
pany. 


The suit charges the company violated 


the state's consumer fraud act and used 
false and misleading Information to con- 
vince inventors to pay for Imperial eval- 
uations of their products. 


THE SUIT ALSO contradicts Impe- 


rial's claim the company only gives fa- 
vorable reports on about 5 per cent of the 
products it evaluates. 


"In excess of 87 per cent of all Ideas or 


Inventions submitted to Imperial are giv- 
en favorable evaluation reports, which 
state that the invention has 'outstanding 
merit'," the suit states. 


The suit names Thomas M. Roth, Im- 


perial's president; Clalr C. Wagner, na- 
tional director; Robert C. Pond, director

Throughout the 25-page lawsuit, the 


state alleges that all phases of Imperial's 
tactics are deceptive. While the company 
tells inventors that the company has a 
50-50 chance of success, the attorney gen- 
eral points to different results. 


"SAID REPRESENTATION is false 


and misleading In that of the total num- 
ber of inventions that (Imperial) has 
contracted to promote since June 7,1971, 
not a single one has resulted in a licens- 
ing agreement with or sale to a manufac- 
turer." 


The suit also states that most, if not all 


of the so-called evaluation reports, for 
which inventors pay $125, are really form 
letters altered to generally fit the indi- 
vidual invention. 


In addition to the request to block Im- 


perial from operating in Illinois, the suit 
also asks that a receiver be appointed to 
take over the assets of the company. 


The suit also asks for a court order 


allowing Imperial customers to file 
claims for repayment of all expenses, 
calls for the court to order revocation of 
all licenses, permits or certificates that 
were used to "further the unlawful prac- 
tices," and seeks to have Imperial pay 
all court costs. 


THE SUIT CONTENDS that Imperial 


published a newsletter reporting that an 
Indiana man was their general counsel 
and furnish the company with legal infor- 
mation. 


The Herald reported that the so-called 


attorney, Vincent Borsattlno, had never 
attended an accredited law school and 
has never been admitted to practice law 
in Illinois or Indiana. 


The attorney general's suit also cites 


an "evaluation report" on an ice cube 
tray cover as a typical device used in the 
Imperial scheme.-The Imperial report 
states the invention has "outstanding 
merit", adding that Imperial can prob- 
ably get the product on the market. 


The Herald's investigation revealed the 


ice cube tray product was so common 
that the U.S. Patent Office already bad a 
number of similar products on file and 
one patent attorney who reviewed the 
matter called Imperial's evaluation "ri- 
diculous."

Bike thieves, beware! William Spring 


of Arlington Heights can put you out of 
business. 


Spring is the Inventory of a bike rack 


that would discourage even the best bike 
thieves from plying their trade. 
"It's not really theft-proof," he said. 


"But nothing really is if he (the thief) 
really tries. This is actually a theft-deter- 
rent bike rack." Thieves would more 
likely help themselves to easier steals, 
he added. 


Spring's invention, being readied for 


manufacturing, looks pretty much like 
the conventional bike rack you see at 
'schools, parks and apartment buildings. 
It was designed mainly for two-wheel 
bikes. 


But at each bicycle unit he added two 


metal shields that encompass the front 
wheel of a bike. At latch bar with an 
auxiliary chain locks the bike frame into 
place and the chain prevents the back 
wheel from being stolen. At each unit 
there Is a coin-key box. The box can be 
locked hi one quick turn of the key. 


"Actually I got the idea for this two 


years ago when we wanted to start a bi- 
cycle magazine," said Spring who lives 
at 801 S. Vail. Spring, 46, is the head of a 
technical publication and industrial ad- 
vertising firm which he started in Chi- 
cago nearly six years ago. "With the 
bike boom and all, we thought It would 
be a good enterprise to go into." 


THE MAGAZINE never got started, 


but it did make Spring think about bi- 
cycles, bike riders and their anxiety of 
having their bikes stolen. 


"Bike theft was quite startling and has 


been excessively greater since," said 
Spring. "There must be a means of lock- 
ing a bike without carrying a 20-pound 
chain around. 


"The whole idea came about in about 


20 minutes," he said. "That's how much 
thought went into It initially." 


The rest of the time was spent waiting 


for the patent, which he recently obtain- 
ed. 


Some of the time was spent walking 


from door to door to see the heads of 
various municipal organizations In Chi- 
cago, Armed with rough sketches, Spring 
wanted to find how appealing such a bike 
rack would be. 


He found most of the people enthusias- 


tic. "The Association of Bicycle Commu- 
ters in Chicago said they thought the de- 
sign was feasible," he said. "That was 
two years ago." Spring plans to talk to 
more groups In Arlington Heights as well 
as those In Chicago, this time with a 1/8" 
scale model, complete with model bi- 
cycles. 


"Right now we're trying to get it man- 


ufactured," he said. "One company who 
manufactures playground equipment and 
bike racks is Interested. They say they 
get calls every day for a better bike 
rack." 


SPRING IS waiting for the company to 


produce a prototype of the rack in order 
to point out any changes or deficiencies. 
After the prototype, the company will 
conduct a market research study for the 
item, he said. 


"With luck, they'll be on the market by 


the first of the year," he said. 


Although the rack was designed pri- 


marily for municipalities because of the 
coin-key device, the rack may also be 
manufactured without the device. 
"I's mainly a revenue making device. 


The simile would be the lockers at the 
train stations or airports. But for those 
who don't want to produce revenue, like 
schools and apartment buildings, a per- 
son can supply his own padlock."

Ortiz looks likely for full~time post as police chief

A News Analysis 


Acting Palatine Police Chief Frank 


Ortiz appears to be a leading candidate 
for heading the 45-mcmbcr department 
on o full-time basis. 


Ortiz has favorably Impressed Palatine 


Village Pros. Wendell Jones acting to 
eliminate virtually every shortcoming 
noted by trustees when they drilled for- 
mer chief Robert R. Centner in June. 
Jones has called Ortiz's performance 
"excellent." 


The application deadline for chief was 


Friday, and a total of 17 candidates have 
submitted applications for the post, In- 
cluding Ortiz and Palatine Lt. Harold 


Nchmzow. A four-man search committee 
begins Thursday to sift through the appli- 
cations, to eventually come up with the 
most qualified candidate. 


In the past, Jones and other trustees 


had said they prefer hiring an outside 
man for the chief job, in an effort to 
overcome factionalism in the depart- 
ment. 


IN THE 10 weeks since he took over 


the temporary chief job, Ortiz has in- 
itiated tavern surveillance for underage 
drinkers from 1-4 a.m., started a pro- 
gram for catching overweight trucks, 
and stepped up drug raids. 


Those complaints were the primary 


faults with the department under Cen- 
ter's leadership, according to charges 


f r o m Republican majority trustees. 
Centner was forced to resign June 25 un- 
der pressure from the village board. 


Actions taken by Ortiz since his ap- 


pointment Include: 


• Drugs — Palatine police have joined 


agents with the Metropolitan Enforce- 
ment Group In nine raids, and Palatine 
patrolmen alone have conducted five 
raids since July 2. A total of 43 people, 
including 30 adults and 13 juvenles have 
been arrested. 


• Overweight trucks — Six patrolmen 


are attending the week-long Illinois over- 
weight truck school in Schiller Park this 
month. Ortiz has arranged with a local 
private trucking firm to use the com- 
pany's scale for checking the weight of 


trucks suspected of exceeding the state 
limits. 


• Tavern surveillance — Ortiz has 


changed the three shifts for the detective 
bureau to put men on duty from 9 a.m. 
to 4 a.m. every day. 


However, one of Ortiz's first actions as 


chief, fell under heavy criticism, when 
he removed nearly all of the previous 
detectives and appointed four different 
men. 


O B S E R V E R S WHO opposed the 


board's actions 
in ousting Centner 


charge that the appointments to the de- 
tective bureau were politically moti- 
vated. Ortiz has denied the charge, say- 
ing that he wants the detective position 
to be a temporary aaslgnment and he 


Palatine Hills 
students may get 
bus transportation 


Youngsters who now make the hazard- 


ous trek to and from Palatine Hills Ju- 
nior High School In Palatine may be able 
to take a bus after all — at the school 
district's and village's expense. 


Palatine Village Pres. Wendell E. 


Jones said Friday he had raised the pos- 
sibility to school officials of the district 
and the village splitting the $10,620- 
a-ycor cost of providing bus service to 
schoolchildren who live within Ui miles 
of the school at 1000 N. South. 
Currently, children who live with In m 
miles can take a bus, but their parents 
arc assessed $30 a school year per child. 


JONES SAID the village board's public 


health, safety and welfare committee 
may meet with school officials this week 
to consider providing bus service or oth- 
er alternatives to allowing the young- 
sters to walk along Smith Street to the 
school. Jones Indicated no other alterna- 
tives arc being seriously considered at 
this time. 


The free busing arrangement was 


raised after Cook County Highway De- 
portment officials rejected o request by 
the Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15 
board of education and numerous par- 
ents to Install a walkway along Smith, 
north of Northwest Highway. 


The half-mile stretch of Smith to the 


school has narrow shoulders, making 
walking or bicycle-riding dangerous. 


Some 800 youngsters, aged 12 to 14 


years, attend Palatine Hills Junior High, 
Including 3S4 who live within Ui miles. 


THE SCHOOL board earlier had rein- 


forced Its policy of charging for bus ser- 
vice for students who live near school. 


And the school district Is not likely to 


build a sidewalk. Board president Walter 
Bundling said Friday the school district 
"Is not In a position financially, legally 
otherwise to put in a sidewalk on county 
property." 


The county highway deportment had 


declined to put In a walkway because Its 
motor fuel tax funds cannot be used for 
constructing sidewalks, only for replac- 
ing existing walkways. 


If a sidewalk Is to be Installed, said 


Louis Qulnlan, chief engineer of trans- 
portation and planning for the highway 
department, It Is the school district's re- 
sponsibility.

Village officials last week considered 


spreading gravel on the shoulder to form 
a walkway, but Jones has concluded that 
It wouldn't help much. 


"THE PEOPLE in this area are ask- 


ing for a safe walkway," he said,"and 
there's no way to provide that." 


"We could sink an awful lot of money 


Into a sidewalk, crossing guards, street 
lights ... and It still wouldn't be safe. 
Kids walk in the streets anyway In win- 
ter when the sidewalks are filled with 
snow." 


The cost of Installing a sidewalk on one 


side of the street would be $15,000 to 
$20,000 he said. 


Bus service would amount to $10,620 a 


year for the 3S4 youngsters who cur- 
rently arc not entitled to free trans- 
portation. 


JONES ACKNOWLEDGED that bend- 


Ing the Ui-mlle rcstructlon In this case 
may lead to complaints from parents In 
other sections of town whose children 
walk through hazardous areas to get to 
school, but are not entitled to free bus 
service. 


"There are other areas In my judg- 


mcnt that would be defined as hazard- 
ous," he sold. "We ought to look at that 
too." 


He explained the village's Involvement 


in the school district's problem by noting 
that most of the children attending the 
new school live In Palatine, and "We're 
spending tax dollars for the people of 
Palatine, whether it's for the school or 
the village."

Hearings open on 'Howie9 land use 


Hoffman Estates' population could 


grow by at least 13,000 people, 2,986 
school-age kids and 8,000 cars from one 
4,472-unit development called Westbury, 
proposed by the Meridian Housing Corp. 


The 497-ocre defunct subdivision once 


known as Howle-ln-the-HIIls, In the Pala- 
tine Township portion of Hoffman Estaes 
and now under federal receivership, was 
purchased for $5.5 million by Meridian. 


The builder can, according to present 


zoning, put 3,908 dwelling units on the 
property north of the Northwest Tollway. 
However, the builder's contract to pur- 
chase the land hinges on his obtaining 
zoning not now available. 


MERIDIAN seeks an amendment to 


the Hoffman Estates zoning ordinance to 
establish a planned-development district 
(R-7) zoning, which permits a mixed de- 
velopment of commercial and residential 
uses at a gross density of nine various 
dwelling units per acre." . 


Saturday was the first in a series of 


public hearings scheduled to resume at 
7:30 p.m. tonight and run each day until 
all objectors or testimony are heard. 


Attorney James Frankel, representing 


Meridian Housing, gave these facts: 


• The proposed land use will increase 


the maximum amount of dwelling units 
per acre. However because of the use of 
mid-rise and apartment buildings, 20 per 
cent of the acreage will be publicly dedi- 
cated open space, where none now exists. 


• Westbury would have 400 four-bed- 


room single-family detached houses on 
the 138.6-acre eastern edges of the devel- 
opment south of Palatine Road. 


• A mix of clustered single-family 


units, townhouses and plexes from three 
to six units in size would add 1,463 units. 
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These would be built in four areas and 
consist of 30 per cent two-bedroom units 
and the rest four-bedrooms. 


• A total of 845 garden apartment, 17 


units to the acre are planned, with build- 
ing ground coverage limited to 20 per 
cent. 


• The plan calls for 1,664 units in mid- 


rise buildings four to six stories tall on a 
60-ocre section with frontage south of 
Palatine Road and curving to the center 
of the parcel. 


• Apartments are clustered around the 


23-acre commercial center and several 
convenience-type centers, with some 
apartments planned for top stories of the 
commercial properties. 


• Meridian has agreed to construct 


water facilities that Include two deep 
wells and a 500,000 gallon storage tank 
and lease the operation to the village for 
30 years with the village holding option 
to purchase at cost.

Housing need 
in suburbs 
'still great' 


"One corporation in Barrington said 


they couldn't hire a janitor, but they 
found plenty with Ph. D's." 


The comment was made Friday by 


Henry J. Zuba, coordinator for the Re- 
gional Housing Coalition, pointing to the 
lack of low-and moderate-income housing 
In some sections of the Chicago metro- 
politan area. Zuba spoke to the League 
of 
Women Voters at the Arlington 


Heights Memorial Library. 


The lack of such housing Is causing a 


shortage of workers for various corpo- 
rations in the area because workers can- 
not readily afford housing on their pre- 
sent salaries, he said. "They have to 
travel unreasonable distances to get to 
work." 


APPROXIMATELY 200,000 families In 


the Chicago Metropolitan area qualify

said. "There's a shortage and mal-dis- 
tribution of housing opportunities for low 
and moderate-Income people." 


Other people affected are the young

The coalition, based in Chicago, is en-

The Illinois Attorney General will (lie 


lult In Chicago todoy charging officials 
of Des Plalncs — based Imperial In- 
ventors International Inc. with fraud and 
deceptive trade practice. 


The company, which a spokesman for 


Atty. Gen. William J. Scott estimates has 
bilked more than 900 Illinois residents 
out of an estimated $150,000 since 1971, 
was the subject of a three-month Herald 
Investigation last year. 


The lawsuit asks the court to per- 


manently bar the company from doing 
business In Illinois and order Imperial to 
repay all fees Inventors may have given 
tho company. The Investigation was con- 
ducted by Scott's consumer fraud divi- 
sion. 


The Herald learned Friday that Impe- 


rial filed a $10 million damage suit 
against the attorney general's 
office 


charging It has violated the company's 
and Individual officer's civil rights. 


ACCORDING TO Imperial attorney 


Craig Sherman, the suit alleges that 
there is a "malicious conspiracy" be- 
tween various government agencies to 
put tho company out of business. 


Tho suit, filed Aug. 31 in Federal Dls- 


trlct Court, asks an Injunction to block 


the government from obtaining any addi- 
tional company records which could be 
used in an investigation. 


Imperial, with main offices at 2250 E. 


Devon, and branches throughout the 
United States, claims to offer marketing 
and engineering expertise to Inventors. 


Assistant Atty. Gen. Peter J. Kllchen- 


mann said last week that the Herald 
probe "sparked the Attorney General's 
investigation of the firm." The Herald 
provided both state and federal author- 
ities with information about the com- 
pany. 


The suit charges the company violated

THE SUIT CONTENDS that Imperial 


published a newsletter reporting that an 
Indiana man was theii general counsel 
and furnish the company with legal infor- 
mation.

Increased by two, for a total of 256 
youths In preklndergarten through eighth 
grade. The school is located at Plum

drugs. Parochial schools "have a way of 
getting rid of it real fast," Steinbach 
said, because they can deny admission or 
can expel troublemakers. 


At St Theresa, the largest parochial 


school in Palatine, Sister Janet Delper- 
dang said there is a waiting list for sev- 
eral grades, because the administration 
has set a 35-student class size limit The 
higher grades, which are over the 35-stu- 
dent per class goal, were enrolled before 
the definite class size was established, 


and the school did not cut out any of the 
students already attending, according to 
Sister Janet. 


WHILE ENROLLMENT has leveled off

The 497-acre defunct subdivision once

zoning, put 3,908 dwelling units on the 
property north of the Northwest Tollway.

MERIDIAN seeks an .amendment to 


the Hoffman Estates zoning ordinance to 
establish a planned-development district 
(R-7) zoning, which permits a mixed de- 
velopment of commercial and residential 
uses at a gross density of nine various 
dwelling units per acre.

Using n closed circuit 
television system, the man Inspects vil- 
lage sewers for leaks, blockages and In- 
filtration. 


"Before we got the equipment, there 


was no way possible to see more than 20 
feet down a sewer," said Molvin Both, 
public works foreman. "Right now we 
can sco everything from manhole to 
manhole. We've flushed out lines and 
found stuff we didn't even know was 
there."

the company's scheme. 


Imperial recently reorganized its man- 


agement; while some of those men no 
longer hold the same positions, all are 
active in the company. 


The suit states that Brumley, resides 


at 1300 Pima St., Mount Prospect. 


Throughout the 25-page lawsuit, the 


state alleges that all phases of Imperial's 
tactics are deceptive. While the company 
tells inventors that the company has a 
50-50 chance of success, the attorney gen- 
eral points to different results. 


"SAID REPRESENTATION Is false 


and misleading in that of the total num- 
ber of inventions that (Imperial) has 
contracted to promote since June 7,1971, 
not a single one has resulted in a licens- 
ing agreement with or sale to a manufac- 
turer." 


The suit also states that most, if not all 


of the so-called evaluation reports, for 
which inventors pay $125, are really form 
letters altered to generally fit the indi- 
vidual invention. 


In addition to the request to block Im- 


perial from operating in Illinois, the suit 
also asks that a receiver be appointed to 
take over the assets of the company. 


The suit also asks for a court order 


allowing Imperial customers to file 
claims for repayment of all expenses, 
calls for the court to order revocation of 
all licenses, permits or certificates that 
were used to "further the unlawful prac- 
tices," and seeks to have Imperial pay 
all court costs. 


THE SUIT CONTENDS that Imperial 


published a newsletter reporting that in 
Indiana man was their general counsel 
and furnish the company with legal infor- 
mation. 


The Herald reported that the so-called 


attorney, Vincent Borsattino, had never 
attended an accredited law school and 
has never been admitted to practice law 
in Illinois or Indiana. 


The attorney general's suit also cites 


an "evaluation report" on an ice cube 
tray cover as a typical device used in the 
Imperial scheme. The Imperial report 
states the invention has "outstanding 
merit", adding that Imperial can prob- 
ably get the product on the market 


The Herald's investigation revealed the 


ice cube tray product was so common 
that the U.S. Patent Office already had a 
number of similar products on file and 
one patent attorney who reviewed the 
matter called Imperial's evaluation "ri- 
diculous."

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New garbage service plans 
submitted to village officials

One, and possible two new proposals to 


collect garbage in the village after the 
current contract with the Lasckc Dis- 
posal Co. expires In January have been 
submitted to Arlington Heights officials, 
the Herald has learned. 


Competitive offers arc expected to be 


announced at tomorrow night's public 
hearing on the pending renewal of Ar- 
lington Heights' scavenger service con- 
tract. 


Trustee Frank Palmatlcr, chairman of 


the village board's finance committee, 
confirmed that now company offers have 
been mode, but sold he could not release 
details at this time. 


However, the proposals arc believed to 


Include monthly residential rates lower 
than the $5.53 that has been proposed by 
the Lasckc Disposal Co. 


"On the surface, at least, they appear 


stibitnntlnlly more favorable than La- 
sokc's (proposal)," Palmatlcr 'sold Fri- 
day. 


THE LASEKE COMPANY has pro- 


posed a monthly rale of $5.53 on an ex- 
tension, through 1979, of Its exclusive 
contract. 


Up to now, Lasckc had been the only 


refuse company to bid on back-door, 
twlcc-a-weck pickup. 


Although Lasckc's proposed rate was 


accepted by the village board in June, 
details of the new garbage contract have 
not been settled and there Is no signed 
agreement between the company and the 
village. 


The proposed rate of $5.53 is a 14.7 per 


cent increase over the current monthly 
charge of $4.82. 


The contract being considered by the 


finance committee would continue back- 
door pickup twice a week, with large 
household Items being picked up cither 
during the annual spring cleanup, or as 
part of a special pickup at additional 
cost. 


PALMATIER said tomorrow night's 


public hearing was scheduled at the 
request of several homeowners, particu- 
larly in the Surrey Ridge West subdivi- 
sion. The village board's public relations 
committee also suggested a public hear- 
ing on tho contract. 


Tomorrow's meeting will begin at 8 


p.m. at the Municipal Building, 33 S. Ar- 
lington Heights Rd. 


In addition to giving residents an op- 


portunity to comment on garbage collec- 
tion, the finance committee will probably 
get Into some "new developments," 
Palmatlcr said. 


In March, tho village sought bids on 


the garbage service contract which car- 
ries with It an exclusive franchise to pick 
up refuse within Arlington Heights. 


Only two bids were received at that 


time, both for curbside service. 


WASTE MANAGEMENT of Illinois 


submitted a bid of $3.30 monthly for 
once-a-week pickup at the curb, and the 
Van der Molen Disposal Co. bid $3,50 for 
once a week, and $4.50 for twlce-a-week 
curb collection. 


Laseke Disposal did not bid on the con- 


tract, but later submitted a proposal 
directly to the finance committee. Com- 
pany officials said they did not bid be- 
cause they disagreed with some of the 
bidding specifications. 


The finance committee subsequently 


decided that It wanted to continue back- 
door garbage collection in Arlington 
Heights, a decision that was later en- 
dorsed by the village board. 


At the time Lasckc's $5.53 rate propos- 


al was accepted, the village board re- 
jected a suggestion that spring cleanup 
be eliminated in favor of allowing resi- 
dents to put large Items at the curb on 
the second collection day of every week. 


The trustees also agreed not to raise 


the commercial scavenger rate from its 
current $3.62 per cubic yard. 


In the absence of proposals from other 


companies willing to bid on back-door 
service, the finance committee, at least 
up to this point, has been negotiating 
solely with the Laseke company.

Housing need in suburbs is 'still great' 


"One corporation in Harrington said 


they couldn't hire''a' janltbr,1 but they 
found plenty with Ph. D's." 


The comment was made Friday by 


Henry J. Zuba, coordinator for the Re- 
gional Housing Coalition, pointing to the 
lack of low-and moderate-Income housing 
in some sections of the Chicago metro- 
politan area. Zuba spoke to the League 
of Women Voters at the Arlington 
Heights Memorial Library. 


The lack of such housing is causing a 


shortage of workers for various corpo- 
rations In the area because workers can- 
not readily afford housing on their pre- 
sent salaries, he said. "They have to 
travel unreasonable distances to get to 
work." 


APPROXIMATELY 200.000 families In 


the Chicago Metropolitan area qualify 
for low-and moderate-income housing, he 
said. "There's a shortage and mal-dis- 
tributlon of housing opportunities for low 
and moderate-income people." 


Other people affected are the young 


who arc starting out on their first jobs 
and the elderly who arc on fixed in- 
comes. 


The coalition, based in Chicago, is en- 


couraging municipalities to support low- 
and moderate-Income housing in their 
communities. The organization has been 
in operation for the past two years and is 
supported by foundations and corpo- 
rations. 


Members of the coalition have con- 


tacted more than 200 mayors and village 
presidents in the six-county area. The 
coalition plans to Institute a massive 
educational program throughout various 
communities. 


ON OCT. 1, the coalition plans to meet 


with several city councils to discuss and 
develop a "fair share" plan. They will 
also present data compiled in a recent 
study on low-and moderate-income hous- 
ing. 


The basis of the plan would be to de- 


velop appropriate policies and goals and 
for municipalities to provide low-and 
moderate-income housing for their resi- 
dents. 


The plan also calls for a balanced dis- 


tribution of such housing that would be 
appropriate for each community. 


"Housing should be closer to people, 


like the elderly, or should be closer to 
job opportunities," said Zuba. 


"We need to get the support and work 


together with decision-makers," he said. 
"There's a general lack of local under- 
standing and working together. We hope 
we'll get the endorsement of these com- 
munities." 
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Imperial Inventors International Inc. 
Des Plaines firm to face charges of fraud, deception

Tho Illinois Attorney General will flic 


lult In Chicago today charging officials 
of DCS Plaines — based Imperial In- 
ventors International Inc. with fraud and 
deceptive trade practice. 


The company, which a spokesman for 


Atty. Gen. William J. Scott estimates has 
bilked more than MO Illinois residents 
out of an estimated $150,000 since 1071, 
was the subject of a three-month Herald 
investigation last year. 


The lawsuit asks tho court to per- 


manently bar the company from doing 
business In Illinois and order Imperial to 
repay all fees Inventors may have given 
the company. The Investigation was con- 
ducted by Scott's consumer fraud divi- 
sion. 


Tho Herald learned Friday that Impe- 


rial filed a $10 million damage suit 
against the. attorney general's office 
charging It has violated the company's 
and individual officer's civil rights. 


ACCORDING TO Imperial attorney 


Craig Sherman, the suit alleges that 
there is a "malicious conspiracy" be- 
tween various government agencies to 
put the company out of business. 


The suit, filed Aug. 31 In Federal Dis- 


trict Court, asks an injunction to block 


the government from obtaining any addi- 
tional company records which could be 
used in an investigation. 


Imperial, with main offices at 2250 E. 


Devon, and branches throughout the 
United States, claims to offer marketing 
and engineering expertise to inventors. 


Assistant Atty. Gen. Peter J. Kllchen- 


mann said last week that the Herald 
probe "sparked the Attorney General's 
Investigation of the firm." The Herald 
provided both state and federal author- 
ities with information about the com- 
pany. 


The suit charges the company violated 


the state's consumer fraud act and used 
false and misleading Information to con- 
vince Inventors to pay for Imperial eval- 
uations of their products. 


THE SUIT ALSO contradicts Impe- 


rial's claim the company only gives fa- 
vorable reports on about 5 per cent of the 
products it evaluates. 


"In excess of 87 per cent of all ideas or 


inventions submitted to Imperial are giv- 
en favorable evaluation reports, which 
state that the invention has 'outstanding 
merit'," the suit states. 


The suit names Thomas M. Roth, Im- 


perial's president; Clalr C. Wagner, na- 
tional director; Robert C. Pood, director

of engineering; and Jack Brumley, chief 
of sales, as being principals in directing 
the company's scheme.

letters altered to generally fit the indi- 
vidual invention.

also asks that a receiver be appointed to 
take over the assets of the company. 


The suit also asks for a court order 


allowing Imperial customers to file 
claims for repayment of all expenses, 
calls for the court to order revocation of 
all licenses, permits or certificates that 
were used to "further the unlawful prac- 
tices," and seeks to have Imperial pay 
all court costs. 


THE SUIT CONTENDS that Imperial 


published a newsletter reporting that an 
Indiana man was their general counsel 
and furnish the company with legal infor- 
mation. 


The Herald reported that the so-called 


attorney, Vincent Borsattino, had never 
attended an accredited law school and 
has never been admitted to practice law 
in Illinois or Indiana.

Joe Dictz Is one of 14 Schaumburg resi- 


dents who may face a $1,000 Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary District (MSD) fine. Dietz 
and his wife, Jcannie who live at 22 
Briarwood Ct. In the Timbercrest subdi- 
vision, refuse to allow subcontractors of 
MorWell Builders to make repairs on 
their sanitary sewer system. 


In 27 cases Involving The Hampton, 


one of several models built in Tim- 
bercrest, storm drains at the entrance to 
garages were mistakenly attached to the 
village sanitary sewer system. MorWell 
has agreed to have the faulty in- 
stallations repaired at no cost to home- 
owners. 


The MSD Is insisting problems be rec- 


tified and has notified the village that 
failure to do this will result in a $1,000 
fine per violation. 


Last month Mayor Robert 0. Atcher 


announced that, in the opinion of Village 
Atty. Jack M. Slegel, any fines levied 
against the village should be passed 
along to homeowners who refuse to allow 
repairs. 


THIRTEEN OWNERS In the subdivi- 


sion have agreed to the work. 


But Dletz and a dozen of his neighbors 


continue refusing to sign a waiver which 
would allow work to begin. The waiver 
holds MorWell harmless if problems oc- 
cur following repairs. 


"A little sump pump installed in my 


garage is not going to remedy anything," 
Dletz said. He believes the pump would 
accomplish little other than "discharging 
water on neighbors property."

solution," he added. 


Dietz contends the village has failed to 


consider the hilly wooded terrain in Tim- 
bercrest and maintains each violation 
must be viewed Independently In order to 
produce results. 


Jack Caldwell, of 134 Hilltop Dr., says 


he does not totally oppose the repair 
work but wants further information be- 
fore he agrees to let it proceed. 


"I'd like to know what horsepower 


pump they plan to put in and if it might 
be installed, with a back-up system, in 
the crawl space rather than the garage," 
Caldwell said. 


MARGE AND BILL Stcrett, of Shag- 


bark Ct., adamantly refuse to let Mor- 
Well personnel or their sub-contractors 
enter their home. 


"We just won't let them in," Mrs. Ster- 


ett said. She explained that because of 
excessive flooding in their lower level, 
the couple installed a concrete retaining 
wall at the side of the driveway.

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Imperial Inventors International Inc. 
Des Plaines firm to face charges of fraud, deception

The Illinois Attorney General will file 


suit In Chicago today charging officials 
of Des Plaines — based Imperial In- 
ventors International Inc. with fraud and 
deceptive trade practice. 


The company, which a spokesman for 


Atty. Gen. William J. Scott estimates has 
bilked more than 900 Illinois residents 
out of an estimated $130,000 since 1971, 
was the subject of a three-month Herald 
Investigation last year. 


The lawsuit asks the court to per- 


manently bar the company from doing 
business In Illinois and order Imperial to 
repay all fees Inventors may have given 
the company. The Investigation was con- 
ducted by Scott's consumer fraud dlvi- 
slon. 


The Herald learned Friday that Impe- 


rial filed a $10 million damage suit 
against the attorney general's 
office 


charging It has violated the company's 
and Individual officer's civil rights. 


ACCORDING TO Imperial attorney 


Craig Sherman, the suit alleges that 
there Is a "malicious conspiracy" be- 
tween various government agencies to 
put the company out of business. 


The suit, filed Aug. 31 in Federal Dis- 


trict Court, asks an Injunction to block 


the government from obtaining any addi- 
tional company records which could be 
used in an investigation. 


Imperial, with main offices at 2250 E. 


Devon, and branches throughout the 
United States, claims to offer marketing 
and engineering expertise to Inventors. 


Assistant Atty. Gen. Peter J. Kilchen- 


mann said last week that the Herald 
probe "sparked the Attorney General's 
investigation of the firm." The Herald 
provided both state and federal author- 
ities with Information about the com- 
pany. 


The suit charges the company violated

state that the invention has 'outstanding 
merit'," the suit states.

Throughout the 25-page lawsuit, the 


state alleges that all phases of Imperial's 
tactics are deceptive. While the company 
tells inventors that the company has a 
50-50 chance of success, the attorney gen- 
eral points to different results. 


'•SAID REPRESENTATION Is false 


and misleading in that of the total num- 
ber of inventions that (Imperial) has 
contracted to promote since June 7,1971, 
not a single one has resulted in a licens- 
ing agreement with or sale to a manufac- 
turer." 


The suit also states that most, if not all 


of the so-called evaluation reports, for 
which inventors pay $125, are really form 
letters altered to generally fit the indi- 
vidual invention. 


In addition to the request to block Im- 


perial from operating in Illinois, the suit 
also asks that a receiver be appointed to 
take over the assets of the company. 


The suit also asks for a court order 


allowing Imperial customers to file 
claims for repayment of all expenses, 
calls for the court to order revocation of 
all licenses, permits or certificates that 
were used to "further the unlawful prac- 
tices," and seeks to have Imperial pay 
all court costs. 


THE SUIT CONTENDS that Imperial 


published a newsletter reporting that an 
Indiana man was their general counsel 
and furnish the company with legal infor- 
mation. 
The Herald reported that the so-called 


attorney, Vincent Borsattino, had never 
attended an accredited law school and 
has never been admitted to practice law 
in Illinois or Indiana. 


The attorney general's suit also dies 


an "evaluation report" on an ice cube 
tray cover as a typical device used in the 
Imperial scheme.

The Hoffman Estates village health of- 


ficer last week spread 10 pounds of pea- 
nut-buttcr-flavored rat bait (poison) in a 
one-block area by Poplar Creek near 
Winston Drive and Charleston Lane after 
a complaint of rat Infestation In the area 
was verified. 


The complaint became public last 


week after 20 Irate Winston Knolls resi- 
dents presented the problem to the Hoff- 
man Estates Park Board of Commission- 
ers. The area by the creek that offered 
shelter to the rats is on park district 
property. 


The park district complied by mowing 


down tall weeds and notifying village of- 
ficials. 


MRS. SUE WEBSTER, 131 Winston 


Dr., who was a spokesman for the group 
of disgruntled citizens, said, "I haven't 
seen any rats yet." 


She said many neighbors found rat 


tracks across their patios and that moth- 
ers were worried about the safety of 
their children. One 14-inch rat was killed 
by a resident, and the body was taken in 
a show box to tho pork district meeting, 
but never displayed. James Demos, vil- 
lage health officer, inspected the re- 
mains and said it was a rat.

The annexation trail — where does it lead?

Mayor Roland Meyer b rolling on the 


annexation trail again. 


His goal is a mystery. 
His post annexation legal battles may 


haunt him. 


But, Meyer of Rolling Meadows is 


seeking a four-mile atrip annexation of 
county forest preserve property between 
Golf and Blnterf leld roads. 


The strip, through Ned Brown Forest 


Preserve and east of Rt. 53, points 
directly at the area proposed for the con- 
troversial Devon-53 bousing project un- 
der annexation study by the Elk Grove 
Village plan commission. 


"I'm not Interested in Devon-53," Mey- 


er told The Herald. "I can't make any 
comments. The place for discussion is 
before the annexation committee of the 
county board. I wouldn't want to Jeopard- 
ize our position before that time. 


IN AN AUG. 1 letter to Forest Pre- 


serve President George Dunne, the Roll- 
ing Meadows mayor requested the an- 
nexation but did not explain the need for 
the move. 


County officials who described the an- 


nexation as "alley-like," hinted that 
Meyer is attempting to "tie to another 
piece of land" In an unknown location. 


Only three targets are suggested and 


all means bumpy annexation roads, local 
officials said. 


a Rolling Meadows could be looking 


at Devon-53. The huge housing project, 
on 237 unincorporated acres south of 
Blesterfield, is surrounded by DuPage 
county, Elk Grove Village and the forest 
preserve. Elk Grove's plan commission 
is expected to turn down zoning for the 
project. 


But, the Devon-53 attorney said "Roll- 


ing Meadows is 1,000 miles away." Only 
Elk Grove and Itasca were considered by 
project backers for possible annexa- 
tion. 


• RolHng Meadows could desire unin- 


corporated land west of Route 53 owned 
by WGN, the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict, a gas firm and a private developer. 


• Or, Rolling Meadows could challenge 


Elk Grove's quarter-mile strip annexa- • 
tion between Route S3 and Eisner Road 


and parallel to Biesterfield. The Elk 
Grove land hinges the east and west vil- 
lage sections divided by Route 53. 


NONE OF THE land owners, who bold 


parcels between 40 and 204 acres, In- 
dicated interest in annexation by Rolling 
Meadows. 


Largest private project on unincorpo- 


rated land is the "Outer Plants" near 
Schaumburg Road. Developer Lee Ro- 
mano said he has petitioned Schaumburg 
for annexation of the 74 acres. 


Romano said Rolling Meadows has not 


approached him about the annexation. 


Local attorneys said that use of a fin- 


ger-like annexation of forest preserve 
property to control other land could draw 
a legal challenge based on the Rolling 
Meadows-Palatine "Zale Case." • 


In 1963 PatoUne strip annexed Smeraon 


Street near Plum Grove school Rolling 
Meadows crossed the strip in 1965 and 
annexed neighboring properties. Rolling 
Meadows Atty. Don Rose claimed that 
the annexation was Invalid based on U. 
S. Supreme'Court rulings. Rolling Mead- 
ows won the case.
